THE VENEZUELAN UMPIRE 





KING OSCAR OF SWEDEN MAY BE 
SELECTED TO ACT. 


Governments at Washington and Lon- 
don Speculating on the Compo- 
sition of the Commission 
of Arbitration. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—President Cleve- 
land will consider it a bit of good fortune 
if he may be able, on Dec. 7 or 8, to an- 
nounce the agreement of the United States 
and Great Britain to a treaty of arbitration 
of the Venezuela-Guiana boundary. 

If the protocol is’ approved before that 
time, the announcement of the fact may 
come from England, either for Great Brit- 
ain or for Venezuela. From whatever direc- 
tion it may come, the President is not 
likely to overlook the aim that Secretary 
Olney has constantly kept in sight. He 
has disregarded all opportunities for popu- 
larity to be secured by publication of the 
correspondence as it led toward arbitration, 
preferring to await the tendency of Great 
Britain to acknowledge, as some of the 
British papers admit that Lord Salisbury 
has, that the Monroe doctrine is having the 
force of international law in such contro- 
versies as this between Venezuela and Great 
Britain. 

Acting merely as “ the friend of Venezue- 
la,” the United States Government has 
about brought Venezuela and Great Britain 
together again in diplomatic relations, 
which will have been resumed when the 
Ministex of Venezuela shall sign the treaty 
that is proposed for the arbitration of the 
boundary between Venezuela and Guiana. 

It is not expected that it will be neces- 
sary to consult the Senate of the United 
States in the matter, so that the delay that 
might occur through a partisan division of 
that body will be avoided. 

Secretary Olney is apparently of the same 
opinion as Lord Salisbury, in considering 
the controversy ended. The manner of se- 
lection of the arbitrators for Great Britain 
and Venezuela, and the mere detail as to 
whether King Oscar of Sweden. or a sub- 
stitute shall act as umpire, are considered 
as comparatively unimportant details. 

The admission is made at the State De- 
partment that King Oscar of Sweden may 
be called into the Venezuelan arbitration, 
but only in case of a disagreement by the 
four arbitrators appointed in the first in- 
Stance as to the selection of the fifth mem- 
ber, when the King will be asked to desig- 
nate some person as President of the 
tribunal. This is considered an exceedingly 
distant contingency, as no doubt is felt 
that the four original appointees will have 
no difficulty in reaching common ground 
in the matter with the same facility that 
they are expected to reach a conclusion 
on the evidence in the boundary dispute. 
It is further said that it has never been 
contemplated that the King himself should 
be the final arbitrator, or that the tribunal 
should hold its sessions in Norway or 
Sweden, although the locality is left to their 
discretion. As all the evidence in the con- 
troversy has now been collected together 
in Washington, there is suggested a bare 
possibility that they might deem it ad- 
vantageous to meet here, but the docu- 
ments and other data are rapidly being ar- 
ranged in such a way by the commission 
that they could be taken to any desirable 
place without difficulty. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—Mr. G. F. Wheeler, 
Chief Clerk of the Privy Council, in an in- 
terview on the subject of the probable com- 
position of the Venezuelan arbitration tri- 
bunal so far as Great Britain is concerned, 
said to-day that it was an unusual thing 
for Judges to sit on arbitration tribunals. 
It was more than likely, he thought, that 
eminent international jurists, such as Sir 
W. R. Anson, Warden of All Souls’ Col- 
lege, Oxford, and Lord Davey, Lord of Ap- 
peal in Ordinary, would be appointed, 
though the latter would possibly refuse to 
serve, 

The Foreign Office has communicated offi- 
cial information that there are still many 
details of the Venezuelan agreement to be 
arranged. Before these are completed and 
the basis of the agreement becomes an offi- 
cial record, signed by Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, British Ambassador at Washington, 
and Richard Olney, United States Secretary 
of State, the Foreign Office insists that no 
communications on the subject from here 
are possible. Sir Julian Pauncefote is the 
only medium, taking his instructions di- 
rectly from Lord Salisbury, who now con- 
siders the matter concluded, excepting the 


verbal form of the convention, which must 
be based upon an exchange of documents, 
Besides Sir Richard Webster, Attorney 
Geneial, Lord Davey, Lord of Appeal in Or- 
dinary, is mentioned in legal circles as like- 
ly to be assigned to the conduct of the Brit- 
ish case before the arbitration commission. 





UNITED STATES SUPREME. 


A French Paper Disapproves the Arbi- 
tration Treaty. 


PARIS, Nov. 12.—The Temps, in an article 
on the proposed settlement by arbitration 
of the Anglo-Venezuelan question, remarks 
upon the immense impulse Great Britain is 
giving to one of the most extreme conse- 
quences of the Monroe Doctrine. It con- 
tends that, with the consent of Great 
Britain, the United States is invested with 
the right to interfere in all territorial quar- 
rels of European powers with new world 
States, even when not asked by the latter 
and without their consent. These great 
innovations in international law, the paper 
adds, consecrate the absolute supremacy 
«i the United States in the Western Hem- 


isphere, and must cost British pride dear. 
Europe, however, will be unable to ac- 
cept such a grave departure from the rights 
of nations. 





A TRIPARTITE AGREEMENT. 


England, the United States, and Vene- 
zuela Will Sign. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The New-York corre- 
spondent of The Standard affirms that in- 
stead of entering upon a contract with 
Venezuela or the United States, Great Brit- 
ain will sign an agreement with both. The 
Anglo-American document will not be tech- 
nically a treaty; it will merely be a pro- 
tocol for preparing an Anglo-Venezuelan 
treaty. This is owing to the delay that 
would arise in the ratification of a treaty 
through the peculiar Venezuela laws. 

The progress of the arbitration will thus 
be greatly facilitated, since the protocol 
will stipulate that the findings of the arbli- 
tration court must be completed before 
Feb. 9. Each instrument will refer to the 
other, compelling them to be construed to- 


gether, but the less formal document is the 
more important of the two. 

The Daily News will to-morrow say that 
rumors are current of a resumption of dip- 
lomatic relations between Great Britain and 
Venezuela. 





THE WHISKY TRUST REBATES. 


Important Decision Regarding Them 
Rendered in Illinois. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—A decision of the 
highest importance has just been rendered 
by Judge Showalter, a decision that. in- 
volves vital interests in such corporations 
as the American Sugar Refinery and the 
Spool Cotton combination. Directly the 
ruling affects the American Spirits Manu- 
facturing Company. 

The case of the disputed rebate claims of 
this organization was before the United 
States Circuit Court. About $400,000 of 
claims have been presented in the different 
tribunals of the upper circuit, based upon 
rebate vouchers which had been issued by 
the trust, and the conditions of which had 
been broken, These rebate papers con- 
tained a condition that the holders would 
be entitled to a rebate of 7 cents per gallon 
if, for six months unintermittently after 
their date, the holders purchased their re- 
quirements exclusively of the trust. 

It was contended by the claimants that 
the contract was illegal, against public 
policy, and in restraint of trade; that the 
7 cents was an unlawful penalty and reac- 
tion; that the combine fixed the price at 7 
cents per gallon above the market value of 
the spirits. Special Master Patton some 
time ago reported to Judge Showalter that 
the claims should be disallowed. The Judge 
now holds that the rebate vouchers consti- 
tute contracts. 





MAY REJECT NOMINATIONS. 


Possibility that the Senate Will Clash 
with the President. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The rumor that 


Justice Field is to resign from the Supreme 


Court in order to afford Secretary Carlisle 
an opportunity to accept an appointment to 
the Bench by the President is promptly 
spoiled by the denial of Just.ce Field, but 
it has suggested the possibility of difficulty 
to the President in seeuring the confirma- 
tion of sofme nominations that must be 
sent to the Senate. 

Chief of these are those of Secretary of 
the Interior Francis. Another one will be, 
it is assumed, the Chief Justice of the Court 
of Claims. There may be a Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue to be confirmed, in 
place of Commissioner Miller. 

All of these, it is suggested, may be re- 
fused approval by the Senate. It is as- 
sumed that all the appointments will be, 
like that of Secretary Francis, of gold 
Democrats, and that the silver Senators will 
refuse to consent to their appointment. 
But it is considered to be possible that the 
President will fill all the vacancies now ex- 
isting before the meeting of Congress, and 
in case a factious disposition is manifested 
by the Senate, will neglect to send in the 
nominations until late in the session. 


It is believed, however, by some silver 


Democrats, that the danger suggested is 
not so great as represented. 





WEDDING OF ANNIE HOWARD. 


The Woman Who Was to Marry Mayor 
Harrison of Chicago. 
LONDON, Nov. 12.—Miss Annie Howard, 


‘daughter of the late Charles T. Howard of 


New-Orleans, was married in St. James’s 
Parish Church, Paddington, yesterday,. to 
Mr. Walter Parrott of London. The ceére- 
mony was performed by the Rev. Walter 
Abbott, Vicar of St, James’s Parish. Miss 
Howard was engaged to be married to Car- 
ter Harrison, Mayor of Chicago, who was 
murdered only a short time before his mar- 
riage with her was to have taken place. 


Miss Howard was the donor of the splen- 
did Howard Memorial Library to the 
City of New-Orleans, and was reputed to 
be the richest woman in that city. She 
owned an elegant mansion there and an- 
other on the Hudson River. For a long 
time after Mayor Harrison was assassi- 
nated she lived in comparative retirement. 
A year ago she went to Europe and met 
Mr. Parrott while traveling in Egypt. Mr. 
Parrott is a member of the firm of Parrott 
Brothers, prominent members of the Lon- 
don Exchange. 





RAILROADERS LOSE WORK. 


Claim Ante-Election Pledges Have 


Been Violated. 


CHICAGO, Nov. -12.—Since Nov. 4 the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad 
has laid off 646 men at the Western Ave- 
nue ahd down-town yards. They are switch- 
men, employes in the transfer house at 
Grand and California Avenues, roundhouse 
workmen, and train crews. The hours have 
been cut from ten to eight in the repair 
shops, and half the force of 100 men has 
been laid off at the freighthouse at Union 
Street and the railroad tracks. Six men 
were laid off last night and two to-day. 

According to one of the men who re- 
ceived the notice, the employes were called 
into the office of Superintendent of Freight 
Delano before election and assured that if 
McKinley was elected prosperity would 
surely follow. They claim they were de- 
ceived. 





A Canadian Steamer Missing. 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich., Nov. 12.— 
Great uneasiness has been felt among ma- 
rine underwriters for the safety of the Can- 
adian steamers Arabian and Acadia. Both 
were long overdue on Lake Superior. The 
Arabian was heard from last night, but 
the Acadia was still missing. She left 
Fort William last Wednesday, and up to a 
late hour this afternoon had not reached 
Sault Ste. Marie. Captains of incoming 
boats had seen nothing of her. She is 
valued at $25,000, and has a cargo of wheat 
from Fort William to Owen Sound. 





Hamilton Insured for $100,000. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Nov. 12.—Frank Hamilton, 
the banker of this city,. who committed 
suicide yesterday, left ‘insurance on his 
life for $100,000 in the New-York Life In- 
surance Company, payable in equal portions 
to his wife, whom he married last Monday, 
and his three children by his former wife, 
a deceased sister of his second wife.

BOSTON, Nov. 12.—George Fred Will- 
iams sailed this morning in the steamer 
Borderer for Jamaica, West Indes.

THE FARMERS’ CONGRESS. . 


Ex-President Harrison Addresses the 
Agriculturists, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 12.—The Farmers’ 
Congress to-day adopted a memorial to 
Congress, drafted by a@ special committee. 
The memorial asks Congress to see to it 
that no trusts are organized that can extort 
exorbitant prices for farm products, favors 
the protective-tariff policy, and asks, re- 
garding wool, these changes in the Dingleys 
bill: That the ‘‘ skirting” clause of the act 
of 1890 shall not be applicable to the bill; 
that the pledge therein that it shall con- 
tinue in operation “until Aug. 1, 1898,” 
shall be struck out; that the duties on 
woolen rags, shoddy, mungo, flocks, nocks, 
wartes, and other adulterants shall be made 
prohibitory, and that wool and woolen man- 
ufactures imported under its provisions shall 
not remain in bonded warehouses more than 
ten days. ‘ 

Ex-President Harrison made a short talk 
to the congress this morning, in the course 
of which he said: 

“TIT think sometimes the conceit of the 
farmer has been unduly promoted when it 
has been said that he is at the bottom of 
everything and that he belongs to an in- 
dependent class; that cities are not of much 
account, and that farms are God’s work 
and enduring. What would the farm be 
without the town, and what would the town 
be without the farm? The cities furnish 
the population that consumes the prod- 
ucts of the farm and the farm fur- 
nishes the subsistence of the city. As 
I heard a friend say the other day: ‘It is 
the city for the country and the country for 
the city, and all for the flag.’ 

“If there are abuses of any kind in legis- 
lation. or in the business of the country 
let us fix public eye upon them until we 
have exposed the evil and then we can 
trust the country to make it right. It is 
mischievous to denounce classes, and this 
thing and that. 

“If any man will make it plain to the 
American people that he is oppressed, that 
he is not getting his rights, then I under- 
take to say to you that the American peo- 
ple will be on his side against whatever 
may oppress him. My thought is, if you 
think there are wrongs and grievances in 
the business condition or in legislation hunt 
them out and specify them; hold them up to 
the public judgment, and have faith in your 
fellow-man. ? 

“For I say to you that the great body of 
the people, an overwhelming majority, are 
in favor always of justice and fairness, and 
if you make that appeal to them they will 
respond.” 


A FUGITIVE FROM JUSTICE. 





Extradition of a Boston Society Man 
Asked by Maine, 


BOSTON, Nov. 12.—Philip Marquand of 
Marquand & Stearns, civil engineers, of 
70 Kilby Street, Boston, has been declared 
a fugitive from justice in the State of 
Maine, and papers for his extradition have 
been signed by Acting Gov. Wolcott on a 
requisition from Gov. Cleaves of Maine. 

Mr. Marquand, who is a well-known soci- 
ety man and Harvard. graduate, is charged 
with illegally killing a moose in close time 
in the Maine -wilderness, and it is stated 
in the papers in the case that he fled the 
State instead of coming into court to’ an« 
swer to the charges made against him by 
certain game wardens who came upon his 
camp on the shore of Eagle Lake on Sept. 
29 last and there found moose meat con- 
cealed. 

At his place of business it was stated to- 
day that Mr. Marquand was out of the city 
on a business trip, and that he knew noth- 
ing of the request that had been made for 
his extradition. It has become a general 
opinion among sportsmen that the Maine 
game wardens would ‘‘soak” a hunter 
from the outside when they got the chance, 
and the case of Mr. Marquand indicates 
that this opinion was not far out of the 
way. The prominence of Mr. Marquand 
socially and his standing as a business man 
will give the case wide prominence. It is 
also the only case on record where the ex- 
tradition of a man for illegally killing game 
has been demanded of a Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts by the Governor of a sister 
State. 





Kansas Female Suffragists. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 12.—The Kansas 
Equal Suffrage Association, now in ses- 
sion here, has adopted a resolution which 
declares: ‘‘ Henceforth, we deem it must 
be expedient for all true suffragists ard 
every suffrage association in the State to 
do all in their power to defeat every can- 
didate for office who refuses to declare him- 
self openly and honestly in favor of the 
right of suffrage to every adult citizen of 
this Republic, without regard to sex.” It 
Was also decided to ask the incoming State 
Mp Wards to grant to Kansas women 
Presidential suffrage. 





Moving an Electric Plant. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 12.—The Brush elec- 
tric plant located here, which occupies 
eight large brick buildings, covering four 
acres of ground, is being removed to Lynn, 
Mass. The reason given is the high price 
of labor here. Eight hundred employes are 
affected. The Brush Electric Company is 
controlled by the General Electric Company, 
and makes arc burners and dynamos. At 
the present Lynn works, street railway sup- 
plies are made. New buildings are being 
erected there for the Cleveland machinery. 
The capital of the Brush Company is 
$2,500,000. 





Riot Against Black Mill Men. 


ELDORADA, Ark., Nov. 12.—Serious 
trouble has broken out among the white 
and colored mill men of the South Arkansas 
Lumber Company, situated near here, and 
the Sheriff was sent for to go out and 
quell the riot. It seems that the whites 
object to the presence of blacks in the 
woods, and banded themselves together and 
began a work of extermination with shot- 
guns. Several negroes are said to have 


been shot. Details are meagre. The 
Sheriff summoned a posse and left for the 


scene immediately. 





Wants $5,000 for a Lost Vote. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 12.—Thomas R. Hall 
to-day sued the Sassafras River Steamboat 
Company for $5,000 for causing him to 
lose his vote on election day. He says that 
on Oct. 19 he bought a round-trip ticket 
from Georgetown to Baltimore, and return, 
and, in coming on the steamer, the wrong 
coupon was taken by the purser. When he 
wanted to go home to vote the company 
refused to accept the ticket for passage 
back. He did not have means to pay his 
fare, and was obliged to remain in Balti- 
more. 





A Missouri Court House Burned. 
ST. LOUIS, Nov, 12.—The Court House of 
Custer County has been burned by incen- 
diaries. in the attempt, it is thought, to 
destroy bills of indictment. 
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DOWERS FOR ORPHAN GIRLS 


UNIQUE IDEA OF A NEW-YORK 
PHILANTHROPIST. 





Worthy Girls Who Marry Worthy Men 
Will Receive Substantial Aid— 
Creed Will Have No Influence 
—First, Four Marriages Set 

Heb. 22. 


The completion of the organization of the 
Greater New-York German Orphan Dowry 
Society will mark the establishment of a 
unique charity based on novel lines. 

The purpose of this society is to protect 
poor German orphan girls from the vices 


and temptations to which so many of them 
are exposed in a great city, and further to 
present each of them who proves worthy 
with a sum of money as a dower upon her 
marriage to a man who also has been found 
honest and trustworthy. The founder’ is 
Lazarus Morgenthau, a wealthy citizen of 
New-York, who, though unostentatious, is 
known to many beneficiaries as a great 
philanthropist. 

The society of which the motto is ‘‘ Char- 
ity, Tolerance, Generosity,” in making 
these gifts of dower is not to be restricted 
to inmates or former inmates of orphan 
asylums, but any parentless girl filling the 
requirements as to character will be eligi- 
ble, without regard to creed. Already the 
by-laws and regulations of the society have 
been compiled by the founder, and they will 
be made public as soon as they have been 
submitted to and passed upon by the se- 
lected members ,of the Board of Directors. 
These by-laws have been drawn after care- 
ful study, and are based-on Mr. Morgen- 
thau’s experience of thirty years or more. 
Any suggestions will be appreciated by him. 
The names of the members of the Board of 
Directors will also be made public as soon 
as they have duly taken office. 

To Arrange Four Weddings. 

It is the purpose of the founder that the 
initiation of the society shall be celebrated 
on Washingeon’s Birthday, Feb. 22, 1897, 
with the public marriage at some suitable 
places of four orphans, one Protestant, 
one Catholic, one Freemason’s daughter, 
and one Jewess, each of whom shall receive 
$100 in gold immediately after the cere- 
mony. Thereafter the marriages will take 
place at the rate, for the present, of six- 
teen a year, four at a time, on Wash- 
ington’s Birthday, and also on the anni- 
versaries of birthdays of the late Mrs. Os- 
wald Ottendorfer, Jesse Seligman, and Ernst 
Possart. Mr. Possart is the Director 
of the Royal Court Theatre, in Munich, and 
by his rendition of ‘‘ Nathan der Weise” 
he suggested to Mr. Morgenthau in part 
the idea of the society. He afterward urged 
Mr. Morgenthau to carry out the idea, 

A society with similar aims, but more 
limited scope, was founded by Mr. Morgen- 
thau Feb. 18, 1874, the date of the marriage 
of his daughter Ida to William J. Ehrich. 
This first society, however, was for. the 
benefit of Hebrew orphan girls. only: The 
enthusiasm which it aroused manifested it- 
self printfpally,-according to’ Mr. Morgen- 
thau, in fine oratory at the meetings of the 
Directors, and, en¢éountéring numerous diffi- 
culties and having to bear the responsi- 
bilities alone, he was compelled reluctantly 
to-abandon the scheme. During its ex- 
istence of twenty months, however, it pre- 
sented ten orphan girls with gifts of money 
at their marriage. 

The new society will have a Directory 
Board of 200 members, of whom 100 will be 
Christians and 100 Hebrews. The marriage 
in each case will be public, and a civil cere- 
mony on one of the four days named. Any 
kind of a religious ceremony desired by the 
principals may be gone through with, either 
before or after the public wedding, but on 
the same day. 

May Pick Their Husbands, 


The society in no case will exercise any 
authority in the choice of the husband, 
futher than to require that he be worthy. 
The bride will do her own choosing. 

From assurances already received from 
men of means, Mr. Morgenthau believes 
that the number per year of endowed or- 
phan brides may soon be increased, as 
may also the amount of endowment, and 
he considers that in a few years the so- 
ciety will possess a fund of at least a 
million dollars. The following institutions 
have already been notified of the-moyement 
and” requested to select suitable applicants 
for the socfety’s eare: St. Joseph’s Orphan 
Asylum, New-York; German Protestant Or- 
phan Asylum, Mount Vernon; Hebrew Be- 
nevolent and Orphan Asylum Society, New- 
York; Hebrew Sheltering Guardian Society, 
New-York; German Catholic Orphan -Asy- 
lum, Brooklyn; Hebrew Orphan Asylum So- 
ciety, Brooklyn. 

Personally, Mr. Morgenthau is an inter- 
esting man. He is eighty-one years of age, 
having been born at Kleinwallstadt, Bua- 
varia, in 1815. He is hearty and robust; 
and of striking appearance. He is filled 
with an enthusiasm for this idea. He feels 
that its purpose will appeal to people of 
all creeds and to humanity at large, and 
that, as it grows, its great power for good 
will make itself felt to those even who 
now regard it as somewhat visionary. He 
is as well known in his native country 
as a philanthropist as he is here, and his 
gifts to churches and charitable institu- 
tions in that country have been without 
regard to the creed of the recipient. One 
of his peculiarities is his intense dislike 
of having his portrait published, or even 
of giving away his photograph. To a re- 
porter for THE NEW-YORK Times, who in- 
terviewed him yesterday, he said: 

‘“‘I am not in business. I have no pict- 
ures to sell, no patent soap to boom, neither 
have I poisoned my family nor squandered 
a large fortune. Why, then, should I have 
my picture in the papers?’”’ 

Mr. Morgenthau has a number of chil- 
dren, all of whom are wealthy and are 
interested in this society.

GOSSIP LIVELY AT CANTON. 


A Good Deal of Talk About the Next 
Private Secretary. 


CANTON, Ohio, Nov. 12.—There has been 
a good deal of gossip to-day about the post 
of private secretary. Joseph P. Smith, who 
has been mentioned frequently in connec- 
tion with the office, said this morning the 
office had not been tendered him by Major 
McKinley, that he could not accept it if it 
should be offered him, for the reason that 
he did not feel himself adapted to the 
peculiar kind of work expected from a 
private secretary. 

Perry 8. Heath is understood to be an 
active applicant fé# the post, and the name 
of Charles R. Dawes of Chicago is men- 
tioned in connection with it. No one has 
any reason, however, for supposing that 
James Boyle, who is now Major McKinley’s 
private secretary, and who occupied that 
position all the time Major McKinley was 
Governor of Ohio, may not be taken to 
Washington in a similar capacity. 

Major McKinley said this noon that all 
of the speculation about this appointment 
was purely conjectural. There is abundant 
1teason for stating that no choice has been 
made of a private secretary by Major Mc- 
Kinley. ‘ 

Major McKinley has again postponed his 
trip to Cleveland. The day of departure 
row fixed upon is Tuesday. 

Mr. McKinley received to-day the follow- 
ing dispatch from Joseph W. Babcock, 
chairman ofthe Republican Congressional 
Committee: 

“T have the Congressional campaign 
wound up, and a little balance left in the 
hands of the Tregsurer. We have elected 
201*sound-money Republicans,’ two-sound- 
money Democrats; 145 Democrats and Pop- 
ulists and six free-silver Republicans, with 
three districts in doubt, one from Wyom- 
ing and two from South Dakota.” 

Among the many letters of congratufa- 
tion received by Mr. McKinley to-day was 
the following from Senator Elkins of West 
Virginia: 

““T never doubted your nomination, and I 
never deubted your triumphant election. I 
am glad West Virginia helped bring about 
both. From the beginning I was sure we 
would carry West Virginia for you. It is 
now a Republican State, and we hoge to 
keep it In the Republican column. 

“Your election inspires hope and con- 
fidence in the business world. Under your 
wise Administration I predict for the coun- 
try unprecedented prosperity.” 


WAITING ON THE CAUCUSES. 





Nothing Known as to the Fate of the 
Dingley Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Nothing short 
of party caucuses of Senators will clear 
away doubt about the possibility of the 
passage by the Senate of the Dingley Tariff 
bill. The efforts to poll Senators have not 
been satisfactory to remove doubt. 

Republicans who favor increased reve- 
nues are not agreed as to the course to pur- 
sue. Mr, Dingley does not expect to see his 
bill passed, and that opinion has been con- 
strued to convey a hope that the failure to 
pass it’ may afford an opportunity in an 
extra session of the Fifty-fifth Congress to 
make a stronger bill, one with a higher 
range of duties. Mr.’ Sherman; however, 
would be giad to have the Dingley~ bill 
passed, in order to avoid an extra_sesgion, 
which many Republicans fear would, by a 
protracted tariff debate, closing with the 
passage of an extreme protection measure, 
injure the Republican Party politically. 

Naturally, of course, the President is not 
forgotten. There is a renewal of specula- 
tion as to whether he would approve or 
veto the Dingley bill if passed. Democrats 
who are averse to.admitting that the in- 
come of the Government is $37,000,000 less 
than the outgo.for four and a half months 
of the fiscal year because the tariff duties 
are not higher insist that the revival of 
business all over the country is proof that 
prosperity is not absolutely dependent upon 
protection, and that the customs revenues 
must increase with the increased ability 
of the people to buy. 

It cannot be said that the Treasury shares 
the hope that revenues will be increased so 
largely as to make up for the loss under 
the existing tariff bill of the amount ex- 
pected to be derived by income taxes. Those 
who refer to the President as an obstaele 
to the complete success of an attempt to 
make the Dingley bill a law are confident 
that he would veto it simply because it 
would increase taxes. This is merely a 
repetition of the arguments made last ses- 
sion. 

The President has not spokeh. There is 
no reason to expect that the President will 
act upon the Dingley bill before he has it 
before him. It is not altogether impossible 
that he will have something to say about 
the tariff question in his annual message to 
the Congress. Inferences as to what he 
will do would be postponed wisely until 
after the message is submitted. 


THE WEATHER. 





The indications for to-day 
threatening in the early hours, fair 
and cooler later. 


The barometer has 
South Atlantic States 
Pacific coast. The area of high pressure 
covers the central-valleys, the lake region, 
and thence west to the Rocky Mountains, the 
barometer being higher over the Dakotas and 
lowest on the Northern Pacific coast. Rain has 
prevailed from Southern New-England south- 
westward to the Gulf coast, the rainfall being 
heavy in Georgia. 

Light snows are reported to-night from the 
upper lake region, but the weather is generally 
clear throughout the central valleys and thence 
westward to the Rocky Mountains: It is cooler 
from the Mississippi Valley eastward to the At- 
lantic coast and in North Dakota, but the tem- 
perature has risen in the Missouri Valley and 
thence westward over the Rocky Mountains. 

The indications are that the weather will be 
generally fair throughout the central valleys, 
and threatening, followed by fair, in New-Eng- 
land and the Middle Atlantic States. 

Local snows are likely to occur in the lake 
region, with partly cloudy weather and cooler 
in the eastern portions. Rain, followed by cool- 
er and clearing weather, 
South Atlantic States.

SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 
AT THE HORSE SHOW- 


Large Attendance, the 


Weather, Views and Applauds 
the Evolutions of the Mount- 
ed Police—An Accident 
to a Rider. 


Yesterday a year ago was what has 
passed into history as ‘‘Marlborough Day ”’ 


at the Horse Show, when the public, curioug 
to see the young Duke and his bride, poured 
into the Madison Square Garden in sucb 
numbers as to break the record of attend- 
ance at the show. 

There was no such attraction as that of 


last year at the Horse Show yesterday, but 
the attendance was very large—so large 
that it made the receipts of the day the 
largest thus far this year, and gave the 
show its old-time atmosphere of brilliancy 
and success. 

The day, again like Wednesday, one o/ 
clouds and rain, was marked by only two 
unusual incidents at the show. Mr. Raw- 
lins Loundes, Jr., who is said to come from 
Waterbury, Conn., but whose name suggests 
Mr. Rawlins Loundes Cottenet, the well- 
known cross-country rider of the Meadow: 
brook Club, and society florist, was thrown 
from his gray mare Kitty L. while exercis- 
ing her in the ring in the morning, and al- 
though stunned for a few minutes, soon 
recovered, happily escaping serious injury. 
The second incident was the unsuccessful 
attempt of a variety theatre person to ride 
her horse in “ man fashion” in the ring in 
one of the competitions. 


Slim Morning” Attendance. 


The morning session was, as usual, again - 
slimly attended, but the crowd began te 
arrive for the afternoon session so early 
that it was soon evident the day would 
be a record-breaker in point of attendance. 
The gloomy weather again forced the la- 
dies to appear in sombre gowns and wraps, 
while the men, for the most part, were in 
business and hunting suits, and carried 
box coats or mackintoshes. It was early 
evident that the out-of-town contingent 
had largely increased in numbers since 
Tuesday. The Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Washington delegations of society people 
were largely augmenied by new arrivals, 
and in certain sections of the Garden 
one might have fancied from the conversa- 
tions overheard that one was on Beacon 
Street, Rittenhouse Square, or Massachu- 
setts Avenue. 

Another feature of the advancing days of 
the show was noticeable in the movements 
of the New-York society people. As the’ 
days gko by and the novelty of daily at- 
tendance wears off, the New-York society 
frequenters of the Garden spend less and/ 
less time there. They stroll in after late 
luncheon, about 4 o’clock, and by 5:30 begin 
to depart. Dressing and. dinner brings their 
return to the Garden as late as 9 o’cluock, 
and by 10:15 they begin to lear. to enjoy 
supper at the Waldorf, Delmonico’s and 
other fashionable resorts. Boxes which 
have cost their owners from $200 to $50@ 
are really occupied now only about three” 
hours during the day,.and may thus cer-— 
tainly be considered an expenshive luxury.” 

The notable visitor to the show last even- 
ing was Secretary Carlisle, who was in Mr. 
W. S. G. Williams’s box, and who attracted 
much attention. The Secretary appeared to 
be deeply interested in both the human 
and equine display, and applauded vigorous. 
ly the superb horsemanship arf evolutions 
of the mounted police, which also roused 
the vast audienee to unwonted enthusiasm. 
The crowd from 9 to 10 o’clock was so great 
that progress along the promenade was both 
slow and difficult work. The country cousin — 
Was out in force; and, armed with the list 
of box holders, stared at the richly dressed 
women to his and her hearts’ content.

Mrs. Oliver Belmont, Mrs. Harry 
May of Washington, Mrs. Hermann Oéel- 
richs, and Mrs. Bronson were again absent 
on,account of Miss Jay’s death, and the 
Astors, Goelets, and Vanderbilts were not 
represented by ladies of the families.

THE DISPLAY IN THE RING,

Some of the Features Brought Out at 
the Show, 


Decidedly the prettiest feature of the show 
yesterday was the judging of the herd class 
of Shetland ponies. For fylly a half hour the 
tan-bark was filled with these miniature 
horses, no one of which was much if any 
larger than a rough-coated St. Bernard 
dog. The class was not called until about 4 
o'clock, by which time the Garden’ was 
well filled, both as to boxes, arena seats, 
and promenade. 7 

The interest shown in the class was evi- 
denced by the fact that when the little 
horses were led into the.ring the prome- 
naders sought seats wherever they could 


| find them, in boxes if possible, but if one 
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Gid not have the social pull, in the_unre- 
served front seats nearer the sky. 

The class called for a show of a stalilon, 
with four mares in foal, or “ with foals at 
foot.” This latter provision enabled the 
grooms to bring into the ring with the 
sires anf dams a lot of the most kitten- 
ish bits of horsefilesh ever shown in the 
ring. There were so many of these little 
colts and. fillies—none of them bigger than 
a collie dog, and some even smaller—that 
they seemed to completely fill the ring. 
As they were allowed to run at large, the 
kittenisa propensities cf the youngsters as- 
serted themselves. Th:y raced from one 
side of the inclusure to the other, played 
“tag” and ‘“ foliow-my-leadei,”’ indulged 
in races at the top of their speed 7rom 
one end of the Garden to the other, and 
generally gave eviuence of the fact that 
they were thoroughiy delighted to be freed 
from the restraints of tne stalls they had 
been forced to occupy in the basement 
of the Garden since the opening of. the 
show. 

The exhibition aroused about thie first 
burst of genuine enthusiasm seen during the 
show. Even the blasé young mem and 
women in the boxes who do not deem it 


good form to show undue interest in any- 
thing, were aroused to.a considerable de- 
gtee. Some of them even violated the con- 
ventionalities so far as to laugh with weil- 
bred heartiness and applaud the antics of 
the playful little fellows. As for those 
who were not restricted by social conyen- 
tionalities they simply reveled in the show. 
They cheered the little colts as they raced, 
and screeched approval when one of the lot, 
breaking loose from his crowd of fellows, 
would rush into the herds that the judges 
were trying to pass upon in the most 
proved football fashion. They “ bucked ” 
the centre, raced around the ends, and occa- 
sionally tackled one another in the exuber- 
ance of their spirits. There was fun and 
plenty of it while these little fellows. were 
in the ring. The children were. wild with 
delight while they were on view, and their 
expressions of regret were sincere when 
the ribbons were awarded and the ponies 
left the ring. 

The blue ribbon went to the lot shown by 
George Green, with the chrysanthemum- 
headed stallion Montreal at the head cf the 
herd. The mares were all of the skewbald 
coloring, what a dog man wouldcall “ liver 
and white,” and there were six of them, in- 
cluding two weanlings, all marked exactly 
alike. Second prize went to the lot shown 
by Thomas L. Watt, and this batch included 
the liveliest of all the little fellows that 
made the fun in the ring. Charles B. Bas- 
sett got third honors, with the herd head- 
ed by Huckleberry nn, which included 
three black mares and their offspring, all 
of which had a belt of pure white hair 
which looked like a white flannel blanket 
wrapped about their backs and bellies, They 
reminded all the gentlemen farmers of the 
herds of Dutch. Belted cattle that were at 
the live stock show a year ago. George 
Cassie’s lot, which “were placed fourth, 
were ‘all in solid colors, and the most quiet 
and dignified herd in the ring, refusing ab- 
solutely to indulge in the frivoalities of the 
youngsters in the other herds. 


Improvement in the Jumping. 
Hunting and jumping classes, usually one 
of the most striking and popular features 
of the show, were lamentably weak on the 
first two days. But on Wednesday evening 
there came a change, when the entries for 
the Corinthian class were tried. There had 


been a change in the arrangement of the 
fences, these being topped with rails to 
which twigs of green were tied. This en- 
abled the horses to see the obstacles to 
better advantage, and they showed but little 
hesitancy in going at them. The change 
that night, when = gentlemen riders 
‘were up, was very noticeable, and aroused 
marked comment. 

The same thing was in evidence yester- 
day afternoon when the light-weight green 
hunters were tried out. here was a big 
class of them, and nearly all showed to 
good advantage, some of them better than 
the veterans of the night before. The 
Canadian, Adam Beck, carried off all the 
honors, taking the three prizes, with Lady- 
like, Leith, and Rockwood, respectively, all 
being ridden by Wilson. The first named 
is about as clever and clean a hos as 
has been seen in the ring. She looks, too, 
as if she would be able to go all day, and 
go well. 

While horses were being exercised in the 
morning Kitty L, ridden by Rawlins 
Lowndes, Jr., got to rey! badly in the 
ring. She reared, unseated her driver, and 
then went down herself. She rolled over 

. Lowndes, who had the wind knocked 

him, and remained insensible for 

some minutes. Fortunately the rider was 

not injured in the least, and was around 

the Garden apparently as weil as ever two 
hours later. 

The evening show wound up with a jump- 
ing competition over six successive jumps 
of five feet each. The show was ine most 
creditable of the attempts at high jump- 
ing. Kenneth. ridden by his owner, L. W. 
Riddle, carried off the honors, Mrs. S&S. 8S. 
Howland’s pair, Ladybird and Flycatcher, 
being placed second and third and .Adam 
Beck’s Longshot fourth. 


T Police Parade, 


Inspector McCullagh led a squad of forty 
of the municipal police through a long mili- 
tary drill, which necessarily lacked life and 
snap because of the limitations of the ring. 
But what the men could do they did with 


remarkable precision and commendable ac- 
curacy. The.great crowd that filled the 
Garden applauded them heartily and fre- 
quently. The simple evolutions, all done 
at a walk, having been concluded, a dozen 
of the men tried for the three prizes. 
The horses were shown at a walk, trot, 
and gallop, and after careful inspection by 
George C. Clausen, he awarded the first 
prize, $200, to Patrolman James Frawley 
and his horse, Jim; the second, $100, tq 
Patrolman Herman Heemsoth and his 
horse, also named Jim; the third, $50, to 
Patrolman Michael Vogt and his horse 
Fritz, and gave the rather empty honors 
of “highly commended” to Roundsman 
John Pepper’s gelding, Wash.

Charles M. Reed of Erie, Penn., was as 
sad as Mr. Hamlin was glad. His sorrow 
came from the fact that in the class for 
pairs of roadsters and road rig his team, 
Alice Leyburn and Georgie M., which had 
already won in the class for roadsters, 
were disqualified for competition. This was 
because a protest was entered against 
Alice Leyburn because of lameness. The 
ahaa a was sustained, the mare having 
»ecome. a. trifle lame in one of her fore legs. 
That left William H. Clark alone in the 
ring, and his pair, Nutshell and Dick, got 
the coveted blue ribbon.

Will Be Opened Shortly and Will Ac- 
commodate 300, 


A municipal hotel for the waifs and 
strays of humanity who have not else- 
‘where to lay their heads will be opened 
about Noy. 20 at Twenty-third Street and 
First Avenue. 

A five-story building of good frontage and 
depth has been leased by the Department 
of Charities to serve during the Winter ex- 
actly the same purposes as those of the 
house-barge in the East River last Summer. 
It is not an imposing place of abode—in- 
deed, it is rather gloomy and forbidding 
from the outside—having been designed 
as a factory building ahd used as such for 
many years. But a force of carpenters 
and mechanics and plumbers are_at work 
to transform it into a comfortable, sanitary 
shelter for worthy resident and vagrant 
poor, 

The work has been delayed for some 
days on account of trouble with the De- 
partment of Buildings. Certatn alterations 
were begun in ignorance of a building law 
which provides that a lodging house must 
have a fireproof first floor and iron stair- 
cases up to the roof. It was, therefore, 
necessary to change the terms made with 
the owner of the property, and to draw 
up a new contract. ‘(he rental has been 
agreed upon at $2,000 a year. ..The owner 
of the building is Charles Siedler, ex-Mayor 
of Jersey City. , 

The basement of the city’s hotel will 
contain stationary and shower baths, fu- 
migating closets, a laundry, and a kitchen. 
Offices will occupy the entire first floor. 
The Superintendent, who will ‘perhaps be 
Col. William White, who had charge of 
the. house barge during the Summer; the 
clerks, and a doctor will each have a room 
or compartment, in which to conduct ex- 
aminations into the personal character and 

hysical condition of applicants for lodg- 


ng. 

The second floor will be divided by a par- 
tition. In the front room there will be 
twenty-five ‘beds for homeless women, ‘Khe 
rear room will be occupied by as many 
beds for men. And three upper floors will 
be used as men’s dormitories. Three hun- 
dred guests will be the maximum number 
accommodated at the Hotel Municipal. 

One feature of the hostelry will require 
that the guests berome porters, chamber- 
maids, domestics, and cooks, as well. Some 
other tasks may be devised to keep away 
applicants who are not willing to work 
and unworthy of food and shelter. 

Superintendent Blake of the Outdoor 
Poor said: ‘The best idea would be 
to have a farm to which the men could 
be sent after they have taken a refresh- 
ing bath, sleep, and breakfast.” 

There will be no limit to the number of 
times any unfortunate may ask for lodg- 
ing. It will depend entirely upon his 
worthiness and inability to find work. But 
the management of the free hotel will 
make deceptions impossible. No moral 
** dead-beats ” need knock at these doors. 





DR. WEBB’S NEW RAILROAD. 


Extends from Malone, Vt., to Montreal 
and Saves Fourteen Miles. 


Dr. W. Seward Webb left this city for 
Shelburne Farms, Vt., last Wednesday, and 
for the next week or ten days he will 
give his attention to the duties devolving 
upon him as President of the recently com- 
pleted railway -.ine into Montreal, and as 
a member of the Vermont State Legislature. 
In the last-mentioned capacity, Dr. Webb 
has developed an earnestness that hag sur- 
prised his friends. Since his election he 
has been in frequent conference with rep- 
resentative Vermonters, and with them he 
has visited different sections of the State 
for the purpose of informing himself con- 
cerning its needs. 

As Chairman of the Committee on Rail- 
roads, Dr, Webb will do what he can to 
improve and extend the lines of railroads 
in the State. He has taken an intelligent 
interest in Vermonj affairs for a number 
of years, and various projects have received 
an encouraging impetus through his lib- 
erality. 

The completion of Dr. Webb’s new rail- 
road line in Canada shortens the distance 
between Malone and Montreal about four- 
teen miles. The new route has been in 
operation nearly one month, and it em- 
braces about sixty-five miles of railway un- 


der one organization. Most of the new 
constructive work has been done in Can- 
ada. The Southwestern Railway Company, 
which was organized by Dr. Webb, built 
thirteen and one-quarter miles of railroad 
frcm Beauharnois to Caughnawaga, This 
new line is just south of, and almost paral- 
lel with, the St. Lawrence River. Its north- 
ern tewminal is the great Canadian Pacific 
Railroad bridge. .It is eight miles from 
the bridge to Montreal, and Dr. Webb has 
obtained a permanent trackage agreement 
with the Canadian Pacific Company, ena- 
bling him to run his own trains into the 
Canadian Pacific Station in Montreal. 
The Southwestern Railway Company has 
leased from the Grand Trunk the Beau- 
harnois Junction Railway, extending from 
Valley Field to Beauharnois, a distance of 
nearly thirteen miles. These two lines 
have been consolidated with the Malone 
and St. Lawrence, and the St. Lawrence 
and Adirondack lines, and the whole com- 
bination forms the new St. Lawrence and 
Adirondack Railway, which extends from 
Malone to Montreal, constituting the Ca- 
nadian continuation of the Adirondack Di- 
vision of the New-York Central. The of- 
ficers of the new company are: President 
—W. Seward Webb; Secretary—Frank G. 
Smith; Chief Engineer—R. W. Leonard: 
Superintendent—W. W. Currier. fi ,

It was his first visit since 
election. He said he was well over the 
fatigue of the campaign. He wore a short 


coat, an Alpine hat, and a black tie, hav- 
ing discarded the white lawn which he 
used to wear on all occasions. 

Politicians began to swarm into the hotel 
at once, Louis F, Payn of Chatham was 
only a minute behind Mr. Black. As soon 
as the latter had registered and had been 
assigned to a room, Mr. Payn was on hand, 
and the two went up in the elevator to- 
gether. 

Gov.-elect Black and Mr. Platt had a 
session during the evening. The make-up 
of the Governor’s staff and the appoint- 
ments to be made were under discussion. 
Politicians who are supporters of Mr. Platt 
ealled from time to time. Among the num- 
ber were Edward Lauterbach, Superin- 
tendent of Public Works George W. Al- 
dridge of Rochester, Senator Hobart Krum 
of Schoharie, State Treasurer Addison B. 
Colvin, Adjt. Gen. Edwin A. McAlpin, who 
would like a reappointment; Col. F. C. Mc- 
Lewee, Inspector General, who is after the 
same place, and C. Whitney Tillinghast of 
Troy, who is also a candidate for the place. 

J. Sloat Fassett called long enough to 
recommend E. M. Hoffman for the position 
of Inspector General. Lemuel Ely Quigg 
and Senator Joseph Mullin of Watertown 
were also among the visitors. 

After all the conferences of the afternoon 
and evening, tt was said that no definite 
results as to the make-up of Gov.-elect 
Black's staff had been reached, and no slate 
had been made for the various appointive 
officers. 

George W. Aldridge, it was said, will be 
reappointed Superintendent of Public 
Works. 

Gen, McAlpin and C. Whitney Tillinghast 
were put down as the leaders in the race 
for the position of Adjutant General. The 
situation as regards them was said to be 


that Mr, Black personally favors Mr. Till- 
inghast, but will yield to the organization 
if it insists on Gen, McAlIpin. 

George W. Dunn of Binghamton was said 
to be the most promising aspirant for the 
vacant place on the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners. 

There was some talk on the part of those 
who called on the Governor-elect of the 
Greater New-York charter, and the attitude 
which the next State Administration will 
assume toward it. But nothing very defi- 
nite was known by any in the council of 
what this attitude would be. 

Mr. Black was not willing to discuss his 
policy on any point for publication.

The young man had bet ‘heavily upon 
Bryan and Sibley, and his frenzy of loss 
drove him to drink. He carried a knife 
from the supper table, and yesterday morn- 
ing plunged it into his throat, inflicting a 
horrible gash, and lay down on his bed to 


die. Death came too slowly for him. Put- 
ting on his ulster and turning the collar up 
to conceal his wound, he passed out, and 
walked ten blocks to the millpond, where 
he finished his desperate deed by drowning. 
Stenger was about thirty years of age, sin- 
gle, and came toCorry from Titusville. Afew 
years ago, while under great mental excite- 
ment, he wandered away from home, and 
was gone some time before he was found.

B. Smith, the first Democratic Elector, will 
have a vote in the Electoral College.

LEADVILLE, Col., Nov. 12.—The bitter 
hatred which for some time existed be- 
tween the striking union miners and the 
imported non-union men from the lead 
mines of Missouri brought about a second 
riot at 2 o’clock this morning, which re- 
sulted in the death of Steven Frankowitz, 
the fatal wounding of Jerry Dormandy, and 
serious injuries to half a dozen others, all 
strikers. 

At the hour mentioned two Missourians 
employed at the Arkansas Valley smelter 
entered the Gold Belt Saloon, one of the 
toughest resorts on State Street, where 
about 20 striking miners had congregated. 
As the “foreigners "’ advanced to the bar, 
a striker made some insulting remark to 
the new-comers, to which the latter replied 
by saying: ‘‘ We don’t work in the mines; 
we are smelter men.’’ The striker replied 
with an oath, when, quick as a flash, the 
Missourians whipped out their knives and 
with fearful Pe es on his neck and chest, 
Dormandy feil to the floor in a pool of his 
own blo 

In. an instant the other union men rushed 
on the “ foreigners.’’ Knives, bottles, chairs, 
and pokers were brought into requisition, 
and a terrible battle raged for several min- 
utes, the long dirks of the Missourians 
bringing streams of blood with every slash. 
The police rushed to the scene, but ar- 
rived there too late to prevent the complete 
disemboweling of Frankowitz, who lay on 
the floor near pereerer. 

The officers leveled their pistols at the 
rioters, who were now pretty evenly di- 
vided. Their sudden appearance created 
dismay in the ranks of the men, and at 
once fighting ceased, and all hands made a 
desperate rush for the door. One man, a 
Missourian named Dormady was captured. 

The first riot brought about by this strike 
occurred Sept. 19, when eight men were 
killed, and $100,000 worth of mining prop- 
erty was destroyed with dynamite. 





STABBED WITH A POKER. 


Thomas Gill’s Reward for ''rying to 
Waken His Son, 


HACKENSACK,.N. J., Nov. 12.—Thomas 
Gill, seventy years old, is in a precarious 
condition in the Hackensack Hospital. His 
son Edward, forty-five years old, is in the 
county jail, held to await the result of the 
old man’s injuries. If the father dies the 
son will be arraigned charged with man- 
slaughter or murder. 

The Gills live at Little Ferry. Edward 
Gill will say nothing concerning the affair. 
The story as told by the father is incom- 
plete. The younger man is employed at the 
kiln of Philip Mehrhof, who rurts a brick- 
yard at Little Ferry. He is supposed to re- 
port for work at the kiln at midnight. Last 
night between 11 and 12 o’clock the father 
called his son. HBdward did not get up as 
usual, and several times between midnight 
and 3 o’clock the father awakened his son 
and warned him that he would lose his job 
if he did not report for work. 

About 3 o’clock the father once more 
awakened the son. There were angry words 
between them, and a row occurred, which 
ended, it is said, in Edward assaulting his 
father and running an iron rod used as a 
stove poker through his neck. 

Such is the story told by the old man. 
The tale was related by him between faint- 
ing fits in Justice Greber’s house about 8 
o’clock this morning. The old man after 
being injured walked from Little Ferry to 
this place. 

Justice Greber issued a warrant for the 
son’s arrest, and later committed him to 
jail without bail to await the outcome of 
his father’s injuries. 





COMMISSIONER MILLER TO GO. 


Private Interests Demand Attention— 
Forman May Succeed. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—It is under- 
stood that the resignation of Joseph S. MIil- 
ler, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Treasury Department, is in the hands of the 
President. Prior to the election, Mr. Miller 
had a.confenence with . Secretary Carhisle 
and the President, during which he inti- 
mated his desire to retire from the public 
service and engage in private business. He 
was asked to postpone action until after the 
election. i 

Mr. Miller’s relations with the President 
and Secretary Carlisle are said to be very 
cordial. Mr. Miller has béen the compan- 
ion of the President and also of Secretary 
Carlisie on several hunting and fishing ex- 
peditions. 

Commissioner Miller is a native of West 
Virginia, from which State he was ap- 
pointed to his present position during Prési- 
dent Cleveland’s first Administration. He 
retired on Mr. Cleveland’s defeat for re- 
election, and was succeeded by another 
West Virginian, Mr. Mason. Commissioner 
Miller was one of two men who served un- 
der Mr. Cleveland’s

Ex-Congressman -Forman of Tilinois is 
mentioned as Mr. Miller’s successor. 

Mr. Miller, some weeks ago, was elected 
Vice President of the Baltimore Security 
and Bond Company, the intention being to 
make him eventually the controlling head.

BROOKLYN DEMOCRATIC CLUB 
REJECTS UNION IDEA. 


Will Not Treat with Regular Organi- 
zations for a New Party Enroil- 
ment in Greater New-York— 
Mr. Moynahan Voted Down. 


The Brooklyn Democratic Club; an organ- 
ization with which Edward M. Shepard at 
one time was affiliated, last night refused to 
adopt resolutions looking toward an amal- 
gamation with the regulars. The fear was 


generally expressed by the speakers that 
the regulays would swallow them and that 
they would lose their identity in politics. 
The meeting was held at 201 Montague 
Street. 

As soon as President Wolf had called the 
meeting to order Daniel Moynahan offered 
the following resolutions: 

Whereas, In the opinion of this club, by the 
application of Democratic principles the interests 
of the people are best furthered, and 

Whereas, To this end a united, harmonious, 
vigorous, and wisely led, popularly organized and 
democratically managed Demotratic Party is 
requisite, ; 

Therefore, By this club be it resolved that a 
reorganization of the Democratic Party of the 
Greater New-York upon a metropoliten basis is 
needed; and further, be it 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this meet- 
ing appoint a committee of ten to confer with 
representative Democrats within the bounds of 
the Greater New-York, to endeavor to bring 
about this result, to the end that delegates be 
chosen to a convention, which convention shall 
re-declare the principles of the party, and pro- 
vide for a re-enrollment of all Democrats who 
may subscribe to those principles, the responsibie 
leaders of the party to be chosen by the Demo- 
cratic voters thus enrolled. 

The Executive Committee had already 
adopted these resolutions, and the members 
thought that they would go through with a 
rush. The committee thought it might have 
something to say about the government of 
the Greater New-York. 

In speaking to the resolutions Mr. Moyna- 
han said the great idea was to get the influ- 
ential Democrats from every section of the 
Greater New-York to meet and provide for 
a committee that would call a convention 
where there would be a declaration of 


Democratic principles and a time appointed 
for a Democratic enrollment of all those 
who subscribed to them. After that, he 
said, there would be primaries which would 
determine who were the men that would 
lead the new Democracy. 

‘In my judgment,” he continued, ‘“ the 
Democratic Party has got to take such a 
course if it wishes to be of ary account 
in the next election. It is demanded by 
a large number of Democrats who believe 
in Democratic government.” 

The tip had been given in advance that 
Mr. Shepard did not believe it would be wise 
to adopt the resolutions, and the members 
frowned on Mr. Moynahan while he was 
talking. 

Everett Greene voiced the opinion of the 
opposition when he said that it was entire- 
ly impracticable to reorganize the party on 
the lines proposed. He insisted that the 
reorganization must come from the leaders 
—men who have been thoroughly familiar 
with the political situation. e said that 
these leaders would get together, anyway, 
no matter what the Democratic Club did. 

Richard Ramsay said that the resolu- 
tions were entirely out of place and un- 
ealled for. He intimated that the club 
was taking too much work on its hands 
when it tried to reorganize the Democratic 
Party and set aside the work of the In- 
dianapolis convention. 

Other speakers were Francis Gottsburger, 
Theodore Nye, Nelson B. Kilmer, and Wal- 
ter C. Burton. The vote against the reso- 
lutions was two to one. 





SHOT BY A SHERIFF. 


A Georgian, Convicted of Murder, 
Killed While Trying to Escape. 


YORKVILLE, 8S. C., Nov. 12.—The verdict 
in the case of the State against Mrs. Ellen 
Anderson, Daniel Luckie, and M. R. Reese 
was rendered this afternoon, and-a few 
minutes afterward Reese was shot down 
while attempting to escape from an officer. 

Several months ago Charles T. Williams 
was found dead with a bullet in the back 
of his head. His boay was discovered on 
one of the principal streets of Blacksburg, 
Ss. Cc. After an investigation followed the 
arrest of Daniel Luckie, the brother of 
Mrs. Anderson; M. R. Reese, who was sus- 
pected of being on relations of intimacy 
with her, and Mrs. Anderson herself. 

On the trial, which began Tuesday, evi- 
dence was introduced, indicating that Mrs. 
Ellen Anderson had known Charles T. 
Williams for a number of years. Her hus- 
band, Robert A. Anderson, left Blacksburg 
shortly before the killing,-and the de- 
fendants expected to put the murder upon 
him. However, on the day of the opening 
of the trial, Anderson was sworn as a wit- 
ness for the State. Mrs. Anderson was the 
last witness for the defense. She testified 


once, claiming her innocence, and was re- 
called. In her second statement she con- 
fessed to the killing of Williams. She said 
that she had met him at Tunnell Hill, Ga., 
before she was acquainted with her hus- 
band. Williams, she said, held his relations 
with her over her head after she had be- 
come the wifé of Anderson. He had threat- 
ened her, and she had fired at him as he 
a running away from her house, she 
said. 

The jury did not believe her story, and 
late this evening acquitted her and convict- 
ed Reese and Luckie, against whom there 
was strong evidence. 

Sheriff Scoggins started at once for the 
jail with Reese and Luckie. Neither one 
was handcuffed. As they were leaving the 
courtroom, Reese bounded down the street 
in an attempt to escape. The Deputy Sher- 
iff twice commanded him to halt. Reese 
continued to run, and Scoggins fired three 
times. Reese staggered a few steps and 
= with a bullet in his head. Reese is dy- 
ng.

One of the Many “Scare” Stories 


Told by Sensational Corre- 


spondents Disposed of 
Promptly. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—‘‘ Scare” storm 
ies about an imminent war with Spain on 
account of, Cuba were printed here this 
morning, but until dispatches from Wall 
Street, making anxious inquiries about the 


warning information were received here by 
stock brokers’ representatives, the stories 
were regarded as no more worthy of seri- 
ous concern than the recent preposterous 
sensations promising that the little Ban- 
croft was about to undertake the forcible 
passage of the Dardanelles. * 

As a matter of fact, the Bancroft yarn 
and that about the Spanish war prospect 
appear to be traceable to the same origin. 
The sensitiveness of sensational writers to 
impression is so delicate that it is danger- 
ous for Admiral Bunce to visit Washington 
just now, as he has done, not, however, to 
prepare to fight Spain, but to discuss with 
Secretary Herbert the propriety of avoiding 
the appearance of preparation for war with 
Spain or intervention in Cuba by remaining 
at home. : 

The Administration does not look for a 
disturbance of our friendly relations with 
Spain, and the President expects to be able 
to state in about three weeks that those re- 


lations continue to be cordiai. But that 
will not deter the President from referring 
to the disturbed condition of affairs in Cuba, 
a condition that must continue to be re- 
gretted by the United States, because of 
the serious effect that the resolution has 
had in depriving the United States of a 
vast amount of business, 

The story of the alleged affront to the 
United States at Madrid is an old one, and 
has been satisfactorily explained by Spain 
with a promptness so sharp as to indicate 
anxiety to avoid even the appearance of 
indifference to our feelings. 





GEN. WEYLER’S FIRST VICTORY 


He Dislodges Insurgents on the 


Heights of Rubi, 


HAVANA, Noy. 12.—Gen. Weyler reports 
from Cabanas that in order to carry for- 
ward his plans he sent out three columns, 
One column of six battalions, with artillery, 
under command of Gen. Munoz, marched 
to Manuelita, and another of four battal- 
ions, with artillery, under Gen. Echague, 
marched to Cayajabos.

Echague in the right leg. 

On the morning of Nov. 10 Gen. Echague 
was reinforced, and captured the rebel po- 
sitions, which were strongly defended, and 
the heights of Rubi, occupied by the reb- 
els, were carried by the Spanish at the 
point of the bayonet at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The Spanish logses were six 
killed and eight officers and'fifty-four pri- 
vates wounded. Seven of the enemy’s dead 
were found, but it is not known whether 
there were any more killed, 





SAVED AN EXPRESS TRAIN 


Prompt Action of Charles Coppock 
Prevents a Wreck. 


CHESTER, Penn., Nov. 12.—The prompt 
action of Charles Coppock prevented, in-all 
probability, great loss of life and the derail- 
ment of a north-bound train at 7:10. o’clock 
to-night on the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

He was walking across a long trestle 
bridge, that spans Chester Creek, when he 
met three horses running up the track. 
He drove two of them back, but one of the 
animals ran on the bridge and its legs be- 
came entangled in the ties, and it could not 
liberate itself. The train from Wilmington 
was approaching the danger point, but 
Coppock succeeded in having it stopped a 
short distance from the bridge. 

The horses were all blooded stock, and 
had broken from pasture at Claymount, 
The struggling mare was Maggie May, with 
a record of 2:30, and in foal, and the other 
animals were colts by Saladin, the famous 
pacer. Travel was delayed for a long time 
until the mare was extricated by means of 
planks and ropes. ’

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DRIFTING WITH AN ICEBERG IN 
THE POLAR SEA. 


——-— 


fhe Explorer’s Interesting Description 
of His Experience—Some Scien- 
tific Theories Which Must 
Be Changed. 


The London Chronicle of Nov. 2, 8, and 4 
prints Nansen’s own detailed account of his 
arctic voyage. It is a graphic narrative, 
highly embellished by pictures of a different 
and better sort than usually accompany 
stories of travel in the high North. For his 
forthcoming book, Nansen is. to receive 
£10,000, and he will probably take half as 
much more from other writings. This sup- 
plies a new answer to the old question re- 
garding arctic exploration, cui bono? In 
the following selected portions will be found 
much bearing upon the theory which dis- 
tinguished Nansen’s trip from others, name- 
ly, that the pole, or, at least, the unknown 
polar regions, could be best explored, not 
by herculean efforts on boats, sledges, or 
snowshoes, but by simply drifting with the 
ice. 

Nansen found “no thoroughfare” 
Sept. 20 in degrees 44 minutes. He 
therefore made fast to an iceberg, and was 
soon frozen immovably fast. He continues 
thus:

Drifting Northward. 

‘During the first few days we drifted in 
a northerly direction, so that by Sept. 29 
we had passed the seventy-ninth parallel of 
latitude. Hope was bright, but before long 
it was darkened by a north wind, which 
continued throughout the Autumn, and car- 
ried us in a southeasterly direction. That 
was a dreary time; it seemed as if every- 
thing were going against us. On Nov. 8 we 
had come right down as far as 77 degrees 
43 minutes north latitude, and 138 degrees 
8 minutes east longitude; but then at 
last we got southerly and southeasterly 
winds, and began in earnest to drift in a 
northerly and northwesterly direction, just 
as had been presupposed in the plan of the 
expedition. As early as October the ice 
pressures began to be tremendous, and con- 
tinued throughout the Autumn and Winter. 
We soon discovered that it was principally 
due to the tidal current, and that the ice 
periodically parted and packed together 
again twice in the twenty-four hours. The 
pressure was, therefore, greatest at the 
Spring tides, when it would often lift the 
vessel several feet, only to let it drop back 
again into its former position as soon as 
the ice again opened. In the case of any 
other vessel this pressure would have been 
utterly fatal; but the Fram surpassed our 
boldest expectations, and was superior to 
all pressure. The ice piled itself up, and 
crashed against her sides with a noise like 
the crack of doom, but in vain. There was 
mot a sound of the yielding of timbers or 
wood. The noise of the ice crashing against 
her sides often* rose to such a pitch that 
We could not hear each other speak as we 
Sat in the saloon. It was particularly 
@wkward for the card players, who thus 
could not hear each other’s declarations. At 
first, as long as the crew were unaccus- 
tomed to this, they found the scene so inter- 
esting that they remained on deck to watch 
it; but they soon tired of it, and no longer 
went up, however bad the pressure was. 
We felt as safe as in a fortress, and the 
Fram was a comfortable, warm nest, where 
nothing was felt of the severity of the polar 
Winter. 

The temperature fell rapidly, and con- 
tinued evenly low throughout the Winter. 
During many weeks the quicksilver was 
frozen. The lowest temperature was 638° 
below zero. In spite of this, and although 
with this temperature there was often a 
wind, we felt quite comfortable during our 
Open-air excursions, in our good woolen 
‘elothing, with a covering of wind-proof 
material outside. The Fram was so well 
protected against the cold that even in 
these low temperatures we had no fire in the 
saloon until the new year. 


Peculiarities of the Polar Sea, 


In the sea near the Siberian coast, and 
northward to 79° north latitude. I found only 
very inconsiderable depths—less than ninety 
fathoms. A little south of this latitude, 
however, the depth increased with aston- 
ishing rapidity, and I found the sea north 
of that to be between 1,600 and 1,900 
fathoms deep. It therefore seems to me 
as if the entire polar basin should be con- 
sidered as a continuation of the deep chan- 
nel which runs northward from the North 
Atlantic Ocean between Spitzbergen and 
Greenland. This discovery of a deep polar 
basin overthrows, however, all earlier theo- 
ries based upon a shallow polar sea, In 
the numerous bottom samples brought to 
the surface in our soundings, I always 
found a remarkable absence of organic 
life, a fact which will probably lead to some 
alteration of our views with regard to 
bottom deposits. The temperature and salin- 
ity of the sea also prove to be very different 
from the suppositions of most scientific 
authorities. I found, not far below the 
cold ice water covering the surface of the 
polar sea, a deep layer of warmer and 
salter water, originating probably in the 


Gulf Stream, its temperature being as much 
as 1° above freezing point. Below this, in- 
deed, the water was somewhat colder, but 
yet considerably warmer than is generally 
supposed, 

The speed at which we drifted was con- 
tinually changing, and our course, in conse- 
quence, was not a straight line. Some- 
times we drifted forward, but at others we 
went back again, and were our course to 
be marked on a map as it actually was, it 
would be such a confusion of loops and 
knots that no one would be able to make 
anything of it. As we expected, we drift- 
ed most in a northwesterly direction, in the 
Winter and Spring, while northerly winds 
stopped us in the Summer. By June 18 
we had in this way reached 81 degrees 52 
minutes north latitude. Not until Oct. 21 
did we reach 82 degrees north latitude, in 
114 degrees 9 minutes east longitude. On 
the evening of Christmas Day, 1894, 8&3 de- 

rees was reached in about 105 degrees east 
ongitude, and a few days later 83 degrees 
24 minutes north latitude—the most north- 

. erly latitude until then reached by man. 

‘““As I now thought I could assume with 
certainty that the Fram in a short time 
would reach her highest latitude north of 
Franz Josef’s Land, and as early as the 
following Summer would, as our plan pfre- 
suppose be near the sea north of Spitz- 
bergen, if thought the time had come to 
carry out a new plan which I had for some 
time entertained, namely, to examine the 
sea north of the Fram’s course. This cculd 
only be done by a sledge expedition, which 
could not reckon upon getting back again 
to the Fram, as the chance of refinding 
@ vessel] drifting in the ice was small. 

“ All the Winter I had been busy making 
preparations for this expedition. I had had 
new, strong sledges made on board espe- 
cially calculated for being drawn by dogs 
over the uneven ice. Next I had made two 
kayaks, twelve feet in length, and so roomy 
that they could each carry a man with pro- 
visions for four months, as well as some 
dogs on the deck. The framework of these 
was made of bamboo and covered with can- 
vas. When completed they weighed about 
forty pounds each. The provisions, which 
consisted exclusively of the best kinds of 
dried and greatly condensed articles of 
food—chiefiy dried meat, dried fish, steam- 
cooked oatmeal, biscuits, butter, &c.—were 
stowed away in canvas bags of convenient 
pize. We had constantly driven the dogs to 
keep them in training for.the journey, and 
all kinds of experiments had been tried with 
the tent, Sent bag, &c. 

“The expedition started on: Feb. 26, but 
after four days‘ toiling it was found that 
the dogs could not drawn on the ice as much 
as was expected of them, and we therefore 
decided to return to the ship and reduce the 

amount of our baggage and wait a little 
time before seiting out. 
“A few days were again spent in prepa- 
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fations. It was now my plan only to take 


with us dog provisions for one month and 
provisions for the men for a hundred 

and with this light equipment try to pass 
quickly on over the ice. We thus need not 
set off so early, and it was not until March 
14 that we again said farewell to our com- 
panions, this time in earnest. We had now 
only three sledges, on two of which lay 
our two kayaks, and we had the same dogs 
as before. 

“It was my hope as we got farther north 
that we should find smoother ice, the ice 
there being older, and its unevennesses 
therefore better covered up by the drifting 
snow. This appeared at first to be the case. 
We found the ice volesetg easy to get 
over, and did some good day’s marches. 
On March 22 we had already reached § 
degrees 10 minutes north latitude, and we 
calculated that we could cover greater and 
greater distances as the sledge loads grew 
lighter with the daily consumption of food 
on the part of both men and dogs. The 
dogs, too, seemed to hold out fairly well. 
But by and by the floes began to be more 
uneven, and packed together, and the drift, 
which until then had seemed to be slight, 
was now against us. On March 25 we had 
reached 8&5 degrees 19 minutes north lat- 
itude; on the 29th, 85 degrees 30 minutes. 
The ice was obviously drifting southward 
at a good rate, while at the same time our 
progress over the rough ice was slow. 

The ice was in constant movement and 
thundering around us on all sides. On April 
8 we were in 8 degrees 59 minutes north 
latitude. We pushed on with all our might, 
always hoping for better ice. On April 4 
we reached 86 degrees 3 minutes, but the 
ice grew worse, until at last, on April 7, it 
was so bad that I thought it unadvisable 
to continue any further toward ihe north. 
If it were like this in the direction cf Franz 
Josef’s Land, we might have difficulty 
enough in getting there. We were then in 
86 degrees 14 minutes north latitude, and 
about 95 degrees east longitude. In order 
to investigate the state of the ice and the 
possibility of advance, I went furtner north 
on ski, but could discern no likely way. 
From the highest hummock I could find, I 
saw only packed and piled-up ice as far as 
the horizon. 

It was on April 8 that we altered our 
course and began our wanderings toward 
Cape Fligely, in Franz Josef’s Land. For 
a time we still had the same toilsome 
kind of road to go; but after one day’s 
march the ice became better, and its pas- 
sage somewhat easier. 

In June the channels became more numer- 
ous and more difficult than ever to deal 
with, and the state of the ice was very bad. 
Dogs, ski, and sledge runners broke through 
the crust:on the snow, and sank deep into 
the soft and wet snow beneath. The num- 
ber of dogs now, too, was very small, and 
was continually diminishing. Advance 
seemed almost hopeless, but we had no 
choice, and so toiled on as best we could, 
while the rations for both dogs and men 
were reduced to a minimum. 

The dogs suffered especially by the 
diminution of the rations. Many of them 
drew their loads faithfully until they sud- 
denly dropped down with fatigue unable to 
stand any longer. 

When we reached open water, in 81 de- 
grees 38 minutes, north latitude, and 63 
degrees east longitude, there being little 
prospect for our having much more use for 
the two dogs we still had left, we shot them 
and left them on the drift ice. 

We paddled southwest along the north- 
west shore of the land, hoping soon to be 
able to cross-over the sea to Spitzbergen. 
In vain did we search for land in the west. 
On Aug. 18 a wind from the sea suddenly 
drove the ice in toward the shore, and we 
were imprisoned for a week. After again 
continuing our mtnseape A for a day or two 
we were once more imprisoned, on Aug. 
26, in about 81 degrees 13 minutes north 
latitude, and 55% degrees east longitude, 
The Autumn was now so far advanced 
that I considered it would be too late to 
begin the long journey to Spitzbergen, 
where we could scarcely expect to arrive 
in time to find any ships going home, and 
where we should accordingly have to win- 
ter without having time enough. 'to lay in 
provisions and make preparations for it. 
As the place we had reached seemed well 
fitted for wintering in, and there seemed to 
be sufficient opportunity for getting game, 
we thought it safest to stop here and pre- 
pare for the Winter. 

At last came Spring, with sunshine and 
birds. How well I remember that first 
evening, a few days before the sun had 
appeared above the horizon, when we sud- 
denly saw a flock of little auks (rotges) 
sail past us along the mountains to the 
north. It was like the first greeting from 
life and Spring. Many followed in their 
train, and soon the mountains around us 
swarmed with these little Summer visit- 
ors of the North, which enlivened every- 
thing with their cheerful twittering. A 
dark sky, which we nad had the whole 
Winter, but especially now in the Spring, 
in the south and southwest seemed to 
imply that there must be water in that 
direction, of which it was a reflection. 
We had, therefore, every hope of making 
a quick and easy voyage in our kayaks 
across to Spitzbergen, partly over open 
water, partly over drift ice, and as day- 
light had now returned, we busied our- 
selves in preparations for this journey. 

At length, on May 19, we were ready, and 
started southward in short day’s marches. 
On May 23, in 81 degrees 5° minutes north 
latitude, we came to the open water, of 
which during the whhole Winter and Spring 
we had seen the reflection above the hor- 
izon; and we now rejoiced at the thought 
of going south in our kayaks. Storms, how- 
ever, detained us until June 3. These storms 
had caused the ice to set in and block the 
water, so that- we now went south over the 
ice, a favorable wind permitting us to make 
use of sails on our sledges, so that we got 
on at a rate. A little further south 
we found extensive tracts of land, whose 
northern coast stretched in a westerly di- 
rection. To the west-northwest along this 
coast lay open water. I was in doubt for 
a while as to whether we ought not to 
take to the water and go on in that direc- 
tion, but thought that this would again take 
us too far north, and therefore preferred 
to steer south over flat ice, through a 
broad, unknown sound. Here, too, a fa- 
vorable wind permitted the employment of 
sails on our sledges, and we went along 
at a really considerable speed. . 

One day, when we were about to continue 
our journey, and as I was just preparing 
breakfast before starting, I went up on to 
a hummock to reconnoitre landward. As I 
stood there, puffs of wind came across to 
me from the land, carrying a confused noise 
from thie thousands of looms. and other sea 
birds which inhabited the mountains there. 
As I was listening to all these bird-voices 
I suddenly started at a completely different 
sound, which so much resembled the bark- 
ing of a cog that for a moment it seemed 
to me that there could be no doubt of its 
being this. But then it was once more lost 
in the noise of the birds, and I thought I 
must have been mistaken. Again, however, 
the wind brought over a fresh str of 
sound, which left no doubt whatever of 
there actually being dogs in the neighbor- 
hood. I ran down and waked Johansen in 
the sleeping-bag by saying, ‘‘I have heard 
dogs!’’ But I could not make him compre- 
hend, so I gulped down my breakfast, put 
on my ski, and dashed off across the ice. 
As I approached the shore I saw a man 
coming toward me. It was Mr. Jackson, 
and hearty was the handshake with which 
he welcomed me. 





A Steamer Fine Remitted. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Acting Secre- 
tary Hamlin to-day remitted a fine cf $500 
imposed upon the British steamer Boyne for 
failure to produce a proper manifest. After 
the vessel was laden at Smyrna, the Turks 
threatened to take some Armenian cabin 
passengers out of her. The following day 
the United States man-of-war Minneapolis 
arrived, and Admiral Selfridge informed the 
Master that he would protect him if any 
attempt were made to take the passengers 
from the ship by force, but advised him 
to leave the port as soon as possible to 
avoid complications. The consignors of the 
merchandise also advised him to sail im- 


mediately, and the American Consul gave 
him the same advice, and also ve him 
a bill of health. A complete manifest was 
forwarded from Smyrna by mail, and has 
been presented at the New-York Cusiom 
House.

AGAINST LABOR BUREAUS.- 
Commissioner McDonough Examined 


Servants and Typewriters. 


Commissioner John T. McDonough of the 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics has ex- 
amined several servants and typewriters in 
regard to the exactions of the private in- 
telligence offices. 

John J. Bealin, Superintendent of the 
Free Public Employment Bureau, said yes- 
terday that the examinations showed that 
in many instances these labor bureaus do 
not live up to the law. The women appli- 
cants for work have to pay a fee of $1 to 
register, and that gives them the privilege 
of the bureau for one month. When the 
proprietor finds a situation the applicaht has 
to pay 10 per cent. of her wages in ad- 
vance. If the woman does not like the place 
the advance paid is not refunded to her, 
and if another situation is found for her 
she is compelled to pay again 10 per cent. 
of her wages. The employer pays a fee of 
$3 to the bureau for two months for serv- 
ants. : 

Stenographers and typewriters, besides 
paying for the privilege of being registered 
in the bureaus, have been made to pay as 
much as 15 per cent. of their salaries when 
places were found, and that in advance, like 
the servants. 

The law regulating labor or intelligence 
bureaus says that in case an applicant fails 


to procure or accept the situation or employ- 


ment the intelligence office keeper shall 
refund the full amount of the fee paid to 
the person by whom such fee was paid at 
once. 

The section of the-law in regard to this 
must also be printed on the back of the 
agreement, but the owners of the bureaus 
neglect to do so. 

Mr. Bealin sent out over 1,000 copies of a 
circular to employers calling attention to 
the Free Public Employment Office, stat- 
ing that the office has on its books male 
and female servants, hotel help, farm hands, 
drivers, office boys, clerks, bookkeepers, 
coachmen, hostlers, and others, and that 
no fees are charged to either employer or 
employe. 

Letters have been reecived from promi- 
nent citizens and clergymen indorsing the 
work of the Free Public Employment Office. 





OBJECT TO GARBAGE WORKS. 


South Bay Citizens Want Fire Island 
to be Agreeable. 


BABYLON, L. L, Nov. 12.—The resi- 
dents of this and other villages adjacent 
to Fire Island are much excited over the 
report that the State property at Fire 
Island, which was purchased by ex-Gov. 
Flower several years ago during the chol- 
era. scare, is to be sold to the Barren Isl- 
and Fertilizer Manufacturing Company. 
It is said that the State is anxious to 
sell the property, and that the Barren 
Island Company, whose works are at 
present at Barren Island, are very anxious 
to make the purchase. They fear that 
they will be forced to evacuate from their 
present quarters when Fire Island is 
taken into Greater New-York, as the law 


will prevent them from carrying on their 
énterprise within tne city limits. 
Property owners and Summer resident? 
are working to defeat the plans of the 
Barren Island Company, and have urged 
Senator Higbie of Suffolk County to fight 
the alleged project in the State Legis- 
lature, and to put a bill through  re- 
stricting the purposes for which the isl- 
and may be used without detriment to the 
regular residents of Great South Bay.

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 12.—J. R. Mullett

State Land Board a bid of $45,000 for the 
Fire Island property. 





LAND APPRAISERS REMOVED. 


Justice Dykman Says Shannard and 
Boyle Cauged Delay. 


WHITE PLAINS, Nov. 12.—Justice Dyk- 
man handed down his’ decision this morn- 
ing on the application of New-York City 
for the removal of Frederic Shanna7d 
and James W. Boyle, Commissioners to 
appraise land taken in connection with 
the water supply. The city charged un- 
necessary and unwarranted delay by the 
Commissioners. 

The Judge said: “The damages and in- 
juries which have resulted from the negli- 
gence of these two Commissioners is appar- 
ent, and the case is one which demands 
the summary interference of this court. I 


am, therefore, of the opinion that the mo- 
tion should be granted removing Commis- 
sioners Shannard and Boyle on the ground 
that they have been guilty of entirely un- 
necessary and unwarranted delay in the 
discharge of their duties as Commissioners 
in this proceeding,.such delay having caused 
financial loss to the City of New-York, as 
well as great inconvenience and loss to the 
land owners at Katonah, as well as estab- 
lishing a dangerous precedent.” 





BETTER HEALTH REPORTED. 


The State Board Finds an Improved 
Sanitary Condition. 


The State Board of Health held a meet- 
ing yesterday at the Hotel Metropole. A 
report on the general sanitary condition of 
the State was read, and showed that fewer 
deaths were being reported than a year 
ago. There were fewer deaths from diph- 
theria in September than in any September 
for ten years.

Resolutions of Last Tuesday 
and Appoints a Committee 
to Investigate. 


The statement printed in yesterday’s 
New-York Times, calling attention to the 
fact that if the official canvass of the votes 
cast at the last election were printed in the 
six newspapers designated for the purpose 


by the Board of Canvassers on Tuesday, 
in the same manner that the official can- 
vass has been printed in former years, it 
would cost about $200,000, was a great sur- 
prise to all of the members of the Board 
of Aldermen yesterday. The Aldermen act 
as the County Canvassers. They indicated 
plainly that they had not the slightest idea 
that the resolution designating the news- 
papers could carry with it the expenditure 
of such a large amount of money. The can- 
vassers promptly determined to look care- 
fully into the matter and to take such ac- 
tion as will make certain that there will 
be no useless expenditure. 

Yesterday afternoon. while the canvassers 
were counting the votes of the Tenth As- 
sembly District, Alderman Olcott, the Re- 
publican leader of the Board, and Chair- 
man Oakley had a conference upon .the 
subject, and the count was interrupted for 
a@ moment by Mr. Olcott, who said: 

“Statements having been made to the ef- 
fect that the publication of the results of 
this canvass in the newspapers designated 
by resolution will entail a very large ex- 
pense, I move that a committee of three, 
cf which the Chair shall be Chairman, be 
appointed to investigate the matter, and 
ascertain if it is necessary to rescind the 
resolution adopted on Tuesday.” 

his was seconded by Alderman Kenne- 
fick, and immediately adopted. Mr. Oakley 
appointed Mr. Olcott, Republican, and Mr. 
Goodwin, Tammany, to act with him on 
the committee, which will probably meet 
to-day. - 

Those Aldermen with whom a reporter for 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES talked yesterday 
were of the opinion that under the terms of 
their resolution the designated newspapers 
would not be authorized to print the de- 
tailed statement of all the votes cast in each 
Assembly district for each candidate, but 
only a statement as to the total number of 
votes cast for each candidate and the de- 
terminations as to the result in each case. 
This seems to be the view taken of it by 
William H. Ten Eyck, Clerk of the Board 
of Aldermen. It is the general opinion 
that there is an ambiguity about the law 
and an uncertainty as to how the detailed 
rata oe will be printed at all if not under 

s law. 





LOSES BY THREE VOTES. 


Official Count Makes J. J. 
Not Kempner, Assemblyman, 


Sullivan, 


Interest in the official count of the votes 
east at the last election, which is now be- 
ing made by the Aldermen, acting as Coun- 
ty Canvassers, centred yesterday in the 
count of the vote for the Assembly candi- 
dates in the Tenth Asembly District. This 
is the district in which Otto Kempner, the 
Tammany candidate, was apparently defeat- 
ed by Jeremiah J. Sullivan, the Republican 
candidate. According to the police figures, 
Sullivan had 4 plurality. The count by the 
Canvassers showed that Sullivan had three 
votes more than Kempner. Messrs. Kemp- 
ner and Sullivan, with their counsel and 
their special enumerators, sat at a table 
to the right of Chairman Oakley and closely 
scanned the returns from the different elec- 
tion districts. The count showed that Sul- 
livan had received 3,482 votes, Kempner 
3,479 votes, and that there had been 13 
defective and 103 blank votes. 

The Inspectors of Election of the Thirty- 
eighth and Thirty-ninth Election Districts 
of the Tenth Assembly District were sum- 
moned to appear before the board to-night 
at 7:30 o’clock to explain why certain ballots 
should have been counted as defective. Mr. 
Kempner claims that certain of the so- 
called defective ballots are not defective 
ballots at all, but should have been counted, 
and that if they are counted that they will 


be in his favor and would change the re- 
sult. Mr. Kempner proposes to take the 
matter into the courts. 

The count of the Ninth Assembly District 
was interesting to many persons who were 
anxious to ascertain whether it had béen 
carried for Bryan or for McKinley. This 
is the district of which Fred 8S. Gibbs, the 
Republican National Committeeman from 
this State, is the Republican leader, and 
of which John C. Sheehan, the executive 
head of Tammany Hall, is the Tammany 
leader. 

The count showed that Bryan had two 
votes more than McKinley in the Assembly 
district. The McKinley Electoral ticket had 
4,244, Bryan and Sewall 4,215, and Bryan 
and Watson 31. This gives the district to 
Bryan, but not without the aid of the Peo- 
ple’s Party ticket, 





LENZ GETS THE SBAT. 


Silver Democrat Elected from the 
Twelfth Ohio District, 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 12.—John 5. 
Lenz (Silver Dem.) was to-day officially 
declared to be elected to Congress from the 
Twelfth District, comprising the counties of 
Franklin and Fairfield, and was given a 
certificate. 

Lenz’s opponent was Congressman D. K. 
Watson. The contest was. extremely bit- 
ter, characterized by joint debates and end- 
ing in a proceeding in mandamus in the Su- 
preme Court to compel the Board of Elec- 
tions of Fairfield County to certify an ab- 
stract which was irregular on its face. 
While this case was being heard the board 
changed its mind and counted the votes. 

This result was declared in the Supreme 
Court to-day, and as there was nothing to 
mandamus, the proceeding was dismissed. 

Lenz has a plurality on the face of the 
returns of 52. Watson may contest. Mr. 
Lenz was uncompromisingly against the 
Chicago platform, and denounced it in news- 

per interviews, but when Henry J. Booth 
veclined the nomination Mr. nz esti- 
mated the silver sentiment, decided that 
it predominated, and changed to a rampant 
repudiationist in a night.

WOULD GIVE TARIFF A CHANCE. 





Silverite Newlands Would Let Mec- 


Kinley Ideas Prevail. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 12.—Congress- 
man F. G. Newlands of Nevada, temporary 
Chairman of the National Convention of the 
Silver Party at St. Louis, outlines the pol- 
icy of the supporters of free coinage in part 
as follows: 

“I believe that we should accept the ver- 
dict of the country. The Republican Party 
claimed protection and the Democratic 
Party silver to be the paramount issues. 
The people have declared in favor of pro- 
tection, and have given the Republican 
Party a contract for the restoration of pros- 
perity. I believe it should be allowed to 
carry out any reasonable tariff policy with- 
out obstruction. If it brings prosperity, 
we will all be content. If it does not, we 
will"all know that some other remedy is 
required, and by the process of elimination 
will‘come down to the only radical cure, 
namely, the full restoration of silver as a 
money metal. 

“Let tariff legislation be enacted imime- 
diately, and we will have a chance at the 
next Congressional election, and if not then, 
at the next Presidential election, to test 
the sentiment of the country on the silver 
question alone, unembarrassed by tariff. 


Natural products and raw materials of the 
South and. West, such as wool, lumber, lead, 
borax, soda, &c., have suffered seriously 
from the Wilson bill, and should receive 
protection. Tariff legislation will give some 
relief, but not to the extent expecied.” 

Mr. Newlands believes there is little 
chance of an international agreement for 
the restoration of bimetallism. 





A FIGHT WITH BURGLARS. 


One of Them Killed and Another Seri- 
ously Wounded. 


BATAVIA, N. Y., Nov. 12.—A desperate 
battle with armed burglars who were ran- 
sacking a store in Elba occurred. at an early 
hour this morning, with the result that one 
of the men was shot dead and the other re- 
ceived a gunshot wound in the left leg just 
above the knee. He was captured and is 
now in jail here. 

Elba is a little village about six miles dis- 
tant, and the principal place of business in 
the village is W. A. Hundredmark’s general 
store. The store is fitted with burglar 
alarms connecting with Hundredmark’s 
house. Shortly after 2 o’clock this morning 
the inmates were aroused by the ringing of 
the alarm, and Hundredmark and his son 
armed themselves and started forth to in- 
vestigate. First they summoned a number 
of the neighbors, and about a dozen men 
went to the store, which they surrounded, 
and called on the burglars to surrenler. 
The latter made a dash for liberty and the 
besieging party opened fire on them. The 


robbers returned the fire, and a dozen or 
more shots were exchanged. 

When the fusillade was over one of the 
burglars lay dead and the other was seri- 
ously wounded. The wounded man was 
brought to Batavia and lodged in jail. He 
gave the name of George Stevens, but fur- 
ther than this would say nothing coucern- 
ing himself or his companion.

married to Jack Lynch, a Philadelphia pu- 
gilist. The affair took place at the railroad 
station, and a strange man stood beside 
Mrs. West while she plied the whip. The 
ae is said to have been Lynch.

Strong as was the market 
here, it was beaten im that respect by 
nearly every prominent outside trading 
centre. 

Wheat opened with a much stronger 
tone than it. was exhibiting at the close 
of the market yesterday, and for more 
than an hour it kept edging upward. At 
thesend of thaf time a rather obscurely 
worded cablegram received by The Daily 
Trade Bulletin from the Liverpool corn 
trade news concerning the Russian wheat

FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED, 





William Hudson Was an Old Railroad 
Employe. 


William Hudson, one of the oldest em- 
ployes of the New-York Central Road, hav- 
ing been in its continuous employment as 
conductor and detective for over thirty 
years, was found dead in his bed early yes- 
terday morning at the residence of his sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Elizabeth Clark, corner of 
South Seventh Avenue and Second Street, 
Mount Vernon.

the attainment of her own ends. in her 
own way, “ without the ald or consent of 
‘any other nation on earth.” 

If we'recall, too, the “ Venezuela pan- 
ic’’ in Wall Street and the protests of the 
“ peace-at-any-price”’ party in this city, 
it is only to enforce the lesson that in- 
temperate criticism of the foreign policy 
of one’s own Government may be as little 
edifying on the lips of staid conservatism 
as when screamed out by reckless jingos. 
In the midst of the alarms arising. from 
the strange failure to percélve that Mr. 
CLEVELAND’S Message Was a message, not 
to provoke war, but to insure peace, THE 
Times reminded those who were talking 
of ‘“‘peace meetings’? that there were 
some questions of great National moment 
that-rose above the realm of trade. “If 
American citizenship,” we said, ‘‘ is to be 
rated as a mere huckstéf’s license, then 
}.itis time to remove WASHINGTON’s statue 
from its pedestal on the. Sub-Treasury, 
steps, to make a market of Independence 
Hall, and to sink the Liberty Bell in the 
deep sea.” 

One aspect of Lord Sa.isBUry’s an- 
nouncement, however, transcends all con- 
siderations of National triumph in the 
firm establishment and recognition of a 
principle dear to the American people. 
The greatest triumph foreshadowed in 
the announcement is the agreement of 
two powerful nations to refer a contro- 
versy of grave international moment to 
a court of arbitration for settlement. 
Upon that the people of the whole civil- 
ized world may congratulate each other. 








WHAT THE DINGLEY BILL IS. 


Politicians, legislators, and newspapers 
are talking about the Dingley Tariff bill, 
which was sent to the Senate by the 
House at the last session of Congress. 
There seems to be some misunderstand- 
ing about the provisions of this bill and 
as to the vrobable effect of the enact- 
ment of them. We direct attention -to 
the following points: | ; 

1. That every Trust’ or similar combi- 
nation (the Sugar Trust excepted) which 
now uses and is protected by a tariff 
duty would have its duty increased*by 15 
per cent, 

2. That the horizontal addition of 15 
per cent. would make many duties even

Grateful to him as these friendly expres- 
sions may be, he will find his chief per- 
sonal reward in the feeling of deep satis-) 
faction with which the English and me 


nouncement that the twe: nations had 
ugreed to settle the dispute by arbitra- 
tion. But for Mr. CLEVELAND’s foresight, 
and firmness and courage, we may per- 
haps add, but for the almost undiplo- 
matic directness and emphasis of his lan- 
guage, the Venezuelan boundary dispute, 
eushed by England’s unchecked advances 
to extremes of acuteness that can only be 
conjectured, would now impend ,to be- 
numb our reviving confidence and pro- 
long a period of alarm and prostration 
of which every aspect is distressful save 
its ending. 

What has been accomplished by the 
President’s: message and the proceedings 
to which it gave rise is this: The prin- 
ciple asserted by Monroe in 1823 in re- 
lation to the independent Governments of 
the New World, that “ we could not view 
any interposition for the purpose of op- 
pressing them or controlling in any other 
manner their destiny, by any European 
power, in any other light than as the 
manifestation of an unfriendly disposi- 
tion toward the United States,’”’ has been 
reasserted, applied in an actual case, and 
successfully maintained. Practically this 
principle declares our right of interven- 
tion, That right is recognized by Great 
Britain’s consenting to refer to arbitra- 
tion, on our request, or, if one chooses to 
call it so, our demand, a difference with 
one of the New World republics which 
she had intended to adjust on her own 
terms in a very different manner. As 
Secretary OLNEY put it in his letter to 
Mr. Bayarp, July 20, 1895: 

“There is then a doctrine of American 
public law, well founded in principle and 
abundantly sanctioned by precedent, which 
entities and requires the United States to 
treat as an injury to itself the forcible as- 


sumption by any Buropean power of po- 
litical control over an American State. 


This doctrine, said President Cievn- 
LAND in his message, “is strong and 
sound, because its enforcement is impor- 
tant to our peace and safety as a nation; 
* * * it was intended to apply to every 
Stage of our National life.” Regard for 
our peace and safety, the most solemn of 
all the obligations of the Executive, jus- 
tified and compelled the issuing of the 
message of Dec. 17. Tue Times pro- 
nounced it a peace message, It did not 
create, it averted, the danger of war with 
Great Britain. The surprising westward 
extension of her territorial pretensions 
toward the Orinoco was no casual and 
isolated procedure. It was an act within 
her historical habit and custom, the per- 
fectly familiar method by which so much 
of her imperial and commercial greatness 
has been attained. Inevitably there would 
have been a next time and a next. Some 
day visible considerations of honor and 
self-preservation would have forced us to 
intervene, and it might have been a day 
when swift and compelling events would 
have put arbitration out of all men’s 
minds, It is not for animadversions that 
would be most ungracious at this fortu- 
nate moment that we allude to the terri- 
torial policy of England, but because the 
decision of her Government in this case 
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| higher, by ad valorem percentages, than 


they were under the McKinley tariff, if 
the proviso inserted by the House, sub- 
stituting the McKinley duties in such 
cases, should not be retained.” 

3. That the bill provides that the du- 
ties imposed in it shall be in force only 
until Aug. 1, 1898, this limitation being 
in accord with the avowed purpgse of 
the Republican Party to!make another 
general revision of the tariff in 1897 or 
1898. ia 

The average ad valorem rate of duty 
for the entire tariff during the four Mc- 
‘Kinley years was 48.66 per cent., the 
average for the first of these years hay- 
ing been 46.28. The averages for the first 
two fiscal years of the present tariff have 
been 41.75 per cent. and 40.18 per cent., 
respectively. Upon the basis of the rate 
for the first of these two years, an addi- 
tion of 15 per cent. would make the rate 
(48.01) higher than it was in the first 
McKinley year, and almost as high as 
the average for the four*years of the Mc- 
Kinley act. Upon the basis of the last 
fiscal year the increased rate (46.20) 
would be almost equal to the average for 
the first McKinley year. 

We read ihe following in the editorial 
columns of our neighbor, The World: 


“The Dingley bill will not seriously dis- 
turb any branch of business. It can be 
passed by such a patriotic union in the Sen- 
ate of Republicans and sound-mone rane 
crats as was seen in the election. e help 
of these Senators cannot be had for an ex- 
tra-session, radical Trust-fostering, monop- 
oly-protecting tariff bill.” 


Our neighbor does not seem to have 
considered carefully the effect -of an in- 
crease of 15 per cent, in all the duties 
(those on sugar excepted) which are used 
now by combinations. Even The New- 
York Tribune could not refrain from pro- 
testing against this legislation for the 
benefit of these concerns, and its disap- 
proval was expressed as follows: 


“In some cases existing and highly un- 
popular monopolies would receive additional 
advantages to which they are hot entitled.” 


True enough. For example, every one 
of the numerous combinations in the iron 
and steel industry, about “ the pernicious 
activity’ of which The Tribune com- 
plains, would have its power to exact 
high prices increased. The Nail Pool, 
which has just been denounced roundly 
by a Federal court in Indiana, and 
which has increased prices by 200 per 
cent. in this country while it sells at 
very much lower prices for export, is one 
of these. Another is the Steel Rail Com- 
bination, which is enabled by the pres- 
ent tariff to exact $28 per ton in the 
United States while it sells rails abroad 
for less than $22. These and many other 
similar organizations would enjoy “ addi- 
tional advantages’’ under the Dingley 
bill, and their higher rates would add 
nothing to the National revenue. 

The effect of the increase of 15 per 
cent. upon average rates under the pres- 
ent tariff may be indicated by the fol- 
lowing figures relating to the average 
duties (per cent. ad valorem) in certain 
schedules or parts of schedules, the rates 
compared being those of the last Mc- 
Kinley year and those of the first fiscal 
year of the tariff now in force: 
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products the addition of 15 per cent. 
would make the rates only a fraction 
lower than they were in the McKinley 
tariff. ’ 

The enactment of this bill would “ se- 


riously disturb” some branches of busi-- 


ness. The cost of the wool manufactur- 
er’s raw material would be largely in- 
creased, for example, and there would 
be a general rush of imports before the 
act should take effect. The influence of 
such a@ movement upon industry and 
trade is not beneficial. 

It is admitted by Republican leaders 
that the bill—as the time limit mentioned 
in it shows—would be only a temporary 
measure. A majority of them look for- 
ward to another revision in the next 
Congress. We think that any revision 
should be avoided for some time to come. 
The revenue can be enlarged by other 
legislation that would not harass or dis- 
turb business interests, 








SENATOR SHERMAN. 

The speech of Senator SHERMAN to the 
Brooklyn Republicans was a happy one. 
He feels cheerful as to the future, kindly 
as to the present, and apologetic as to the 
past. He recognizes how much the hon- 
est-money Democrats did to win the great 
victory; he sees how sectional lines have 
beet wiped out; he knows how business 
is reviving, and he faces the problems of 
currency and revenue with a light heart. 

This is all the more encouraging be- 
cause Mr. SHERMAN has had a rough ex- 
perience of late. It was his misfortune 
to get his name tacked upon the worst 
piece of financial legislation this country 
has ever seen—the Silver-Purchasing act 
of 1890. He says now that this was 
“passed only to prevent the certain pas- 
sage of a free-silver law.’’ No one can 
blame Mr. SHERMAN for wanting to ex- 
cuse the terrible blunder of that law, nor 
even for believing, after six years, the 
excuse he gives. We hardly think his ac- 
count of the matter is correct. Senator 
TELLER, who was the leader of the free- 
silver movement at the time, says that 
there was no danger whatever of the pas- 
sage of a free-silver law, because it was 
known that President Harrison would 
veto it, and would have vetoed a Tariff 
bill with a Free-Coinage bill attached. 

Even if Mr. SHERMAN’s recollection of 
the situation is accurate, he puts ex-Pres- 
ident HARRISON in a most disagreeable 
position. Every one knows that, had the 
Sherman bill not been proposed, and had 
a Free-Coinage bill been passed and ve- 
toed by Mr. Harrison, it could not have 
become a law over the.veto. The Sher- 
man bil, therefore, was not needed to 
prevent free coinage from becoming law, 
but for one of two other objects—either 
to save Mr. Harrison the risk and an- 
noyance of vetoing free coinage or to se- 
cure the votes of free-silver Senators for 
the Tariff bill of 1890. Either object was 
bad, inexcusably and hopelessly bad, in- 
volving practically a corrupt bargain, the 
consequences of which have been disas- 
trous. As Senator SHERMAN looks back 
over this record and sees, as he must now 
see, how unfortunate was his own con- 
nection .with it, it is no wonder that he 
is quite ready to explain it away. Nor, 
such are the twists of human conscious- 
ness, is it surprising that he should offer 
his explanation in good faith. 

His attitude toward the past is, how- 
ever, of little importance to any one but 
himself, and not so important to him as 
he may think. He has outlived many 
curious complications and is now in en- 
joyment of enviable influence and author- 
ity. These he is clearly inclined to use 
for the best interests of the country. We 
do not believe that he now feels any 
temptation to coquet with the silver 
movement or that he would again yield 
to any such temptation were it to pre- 
sent itself. We count on him to help 
with all his might in advancing the pros- 
perity to which the country can now look 
forward. 
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NOT THE VOICE OF AMERICAN LA- 


: BOR, 

It is possible that SOVEREIGN, the 
“General Master Workman” of the 
Knights of Labor, is sufficiently passion- 
ate and fanatical in his advocacy of 
what he conceives to be the interests 
of workingmen to believe the statements 
which he made in his address to the 
General Assembly, at Rochester, but if 
so he is so deluded as to be a dangerous 
leader. Sensible American workingmen 
cannot fail to see that such violent 
teachings are calculated to harm the 
cause of organized labor in this country. 

They must resent the imputation that 
the ‘“‘ wage workers and mortgaged farm- 
ers’? among them have been coerced in 
the exercise of their rights as citizens 
by “threats of discharge and foreclos- 
ure” into submission to the will of the 
They cannot 
believe that the “autocratic holders of 
idle money have subverted the principles 
of free government by forcing political 
service from the poor as the tenure of 
employment.” The great body of our 
“wage workers” and farmers have in- 
telligence enough to see the absurdity of 
speaking of men who employ labor as 
‘““holders of idle capital,’ for if their 
capital or themselves were idle they 
could not employ labor. The millions 
of American workingmen who voted 
against the debasement of the currency 
did so because they were convinced that 


it would injure the industries and the 


trade upon which their opportunities 
and well-being depended, and not with 
any belief that ‘idle holders of idle 
wealth throughout \the world are com- 
bined against the free coinage of silver” 
in order to “appreciate debts and de- 
preciate the profits of labor.” Such 
staterhents addressed to them are an in- 
sult to their intelligence, 

- Do the sober and industrious men of 
ee beans? wits labor for their livell- 
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voting power of this Republic believe | carry 
that merchants, manufacturers, bank- 
ers, and corporations engaged in the 
work of transportation and exchange, 
capitalists and employers, small traders 
and men with salaries, aye, and thou- 
sands of men dependent upon daily or 
weekly wages, who waited anxiously for 
the assurance that our standard of value 
was not to be debased and the confidence 
that rested upon it was not to be de- 
stroyed, and finally cast their votes with 
the hope of getting that assurance, did 
so in order that an idle speculating class 
might fatten on the products of their 
activity? This is to ask if the majority 
of American citizens are fools. 

Neither do workingmen of sense be- 
lieve that “recent rulings of our higher 
courts have placed all labor organiza- 
tions in the category of criminal con- 
spiracy.” They know better. Two or more 
men, however united—by personal agree- 
ment or in an association or a corpora- 
tion—may engage in a criminal conspir- 
acy or commit acts constituting that -of- 
fense under the law, but the denuncia- 
tion or the punishment of such an of- 
fense does not place any union of men 
constituted for lawful or legitimate pur- 
poses “in the category of criminal con- 
spiracy.” The courts have uniformly ac- 
knowledged the value of labor organiza- 
tions and upheld them in the pursuitof all 
purposes which did not transgress laws 
established for the protection of all sub- 
jects of government alike. The very vio- 
lence and extravagance of such language 
as SOVEREIGN used is likely to make it 
harmless to the community by depriving 
it of influence, but it harms the cause of 
organized ‘labof, and inflames passion in 
the ignorant and ignoble. It is as far as 
possible from the true spirit of leader- 
ship for workingmen. 

The proposition of the General Master 
Workman of the Knights of Labor to 
make more close the bonds of that or- 
ganization, which has been greatly 
weakened by just such guidance as his, 
to return to a “system of working in ab- 
solute secrecy,” and to make its own the 
Populistic doctrines of free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the present legal 
ratio, payment of Government bonds 
in the resulting coin, opposition to the 
issue of bonds in time of peace regardless 
of exigencies, and to the issue of circu- 
lating notes by banks, and all the rest of 
it, can be regarded with complacency by 
the people at large, because it will re- 
duce the danger of any general accept- 
ance of such doctrines, but it will not be 
good for the health of the Knights of 
Labor as an organization or for the cause 
of labor unions, which can only flourish 
in the light of reason and justice and in 
subjection to the purposes for which 
“Governments are instituted among 
men.” 








SPAIN’S LAST EFFORT. 

It is not wonderful that Seflor CANOVAS 
DEL CASTILLO should be kept busy deny- 
ing rumors about Cuba. As in business 
“rumors” are not apt to originate and 
gain currency except about a shaky con- 
eern, so in international politics they are 
generated by a losing and declining na- 
tion. Most of the rumors which the Span- 
ish Premier denies it is probable he can 
deny with a good conscience, they are so 
intrinsically absurd. But he prudently 
confines himself to denials and no longer 
ventures upon prophecies. It is no more 
out of his recollection than it is out of 
the public recollection that he prophesied 
that October of 1895 would see the end of 
the insurrection in Cuba, and that it is 
since the date that he announced for its 
extinction that the insurrection has ex- 
hibited most vitality and daring. It has 
charged up to the walls of Havana; it 
has extended from the eastern part of the 
island! to which it was confined by Mar- 
TINEZ CAMpos, until no agricultural re- 
gion is exempt from it. Finally it has 
for the first time besieged a town with 
artillery and made it captive. 

It is, then; the supfeme effort that 
Spain is now putting forth. She has for 
some time assembled in Cuba far more 
men than she could afford to maintain in 
idleness even at home, and she has lately 
added to them very nearly the full num- 
ber of an army corps. She has come to the 
verge of national bankruptcy, not from a 
vicious financial system, but from real 
poverty, from an actual want of resources 
with which to meet her liabilities. It is not 
a matter of choice, but of necessity, that 
she now brings every man and every gun 
that she can muster into a last effort and 
that the Captain General “ takes the field 
in person.’’ The conclusion seems to be 
foregone that if Macro and GOMEZ are 
not-utterly defeated this campaign, Spain 
must desist from her attempt to conquer 
Cuba from sheer lack of means with 
which to make another campaign. 


On the one hand is an enormous nu- 
merical and material superiority. The 
Spanish troops in the island must out- 
number the armed Cubans at least seven 
to one, they are far better supplied, and 
their communitations by sea are unob- 
structed and unassailed. On the side of 
the Cubans are prestige, knowledge of the 
country, the sympathy of the country, 
and desperation. They are fighting with 
halters around their necks, for they know 
that if they are defeated they have noth- 
ing whatever to hope from the clemency 
of Spain. Neither have those Cubans 
who are not in arms anything to look for- 
ward to but a relapse into the stupid, 
corrupt, and cruel misgovernment from 
which the success of the insurrection of- 
fers the only hope of escape. Moreover, 
though the Spanish troops are far better 
equipped than the insurgents, the insur- 
gents are better supplied than they have 
ever been before. They have for the first 
time a train of field artillery, including 
even dynamite guns, and they have the 
advantage, derived from the public sym- 





pathy with their cause, that they can live 


sige sl aproneiclwxt their war ma- 
terial, but their subsistence, and to make 
sure of this they must keep open their 
communications with their bases of sup- 
plies. As the invasion advances, the lines 
of supplies become longer and more vul- 
nerable. Unless Macro and GomMEz have 
lost their enterprise, continual attempts 
will be made upon these lines, and enough 
of them are likely to be successful to en- 
danger and cripple the invading army. 
Spain has set her all upon this cast, 
and the world will look on with interest 
to see which way is to turn “the hazard 
of the die,” The interest will necessarily 
be especially eager in this country, of 
which the commercial connection with 
Cuba is so much closer than that of any 
other country, While this interest is at- 
tended with a sympathy for the insur- 
gents, expressed in the platforms of both 
parties, the sympathy cannot find vent in 
any official action, We have only to con- 
tinue the course of conduct marked out 
in the President’s proclamation and in 
the action of the Administration, which 
Spain has repeatedly acknowledged to be 
“correct and friendly.” 








A report has been circulated about a 
memorial of the Knights of Labor and 
the American Federation of Labor to 
the Board of Commissioners of Grand 
Jurors asking that certain names of 
representatives of organized labor be 
placed upon the Grand Jury list. This 
board consists of the Mayor and four 
prominent Judges, two of the Supreme 
Court and two of the Court of General 
Sessions, and no one Officially connected 
with it seems to know anything of this 
alleged memorial. It appears to be 
merely a tentative draft, inconsiderately 
gotten up and published without author- 
ity, and it would not be fair to conclude 
that any labor organization is really try- 
ing to secure ‘‘class’’ representation on 
the Grand Jury list, or to dictate names 
to the board which makes it up. Certain 
qualifications of ability, character, and 
standing in the community, and of entire 
fairness of purpose, are necessary in a 
body exercising the important functions 
of the Grand Jury of the county. There 
is not the least evidence or reason for 
believing that the carefully selected list 
of names from which its members are 
now drawn is defective “in these quali- 
fications, and there could be no better 
means of making the list what it should 
be than now exists. There would be a 
gross impropriety in asking the Mayor 
and the Judges who constitute the Board 
of Commissioners to recognize any par- 
ticular class or occupation, or to accept 
names selected by others. The matter 
is quite safe in thel-hands and the law 
requires them to do the selecting. 
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It cost J. J. Beupen $13,180, according 
to his own certificate, filed with the 
Secretary of State, to be elected a mem- 
ber of Congress for a term of two years 
at a salary of $5,000 a year, This means 
that he will be out of pocket $3,180, to 
say nothing of his time and the expense 
of living at Washington during such 
time as he may spend there in the pre- 
sumed performance of duty. If Mr. 
BELDEN is still a man who does not “ stir 
around for nothing,” it would be in- 
teresting to know what he expects to 
make by going to Congress. Another 
interesting question is what was done 
with the money which he certifies was 
expended “in aid of his election.” His 
statement is merely that $10,180 was 
contributed to two McKinley League 
committees, $500 to a Democratic com- 
mittee, and $2,500 was paid to a Secre- 
tary for ‘‘ campaign expenses.” But the 
law requires an itemized statement, giv- 
ing the names of “the various persons 
who received such moneys,” and the 
purposes for which they were expended or 
contributed ‘“ directly or indirectly.’’ The 
law is so evaded or so construed that 
its requirement amounts to nothing ex- 
cept to disclose the amount which a can- 
didate contributes. It shows nothing as 
to purposes, and the chief intent of 
the law is nullified. 








The elevated railway companies in 
this city and Brooklyn Would do well to 
establish a school of vocal and other 
culture for their trainmen.

With these changes 
in the conduct of a part of the force— 
it is only a minority—some of the annoy- 
ance of riding on elevated roads would 
be abated.

We generally hear those who - oppose 
vivisection spoken of as “sentimental” 
and “ hysterical,’ but may we not take 
heart to say a few words against a prac- 
tice which was condemned by a man like 
Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, as follows? 

“I deny that the pursuit of knowledge 
is in itself always lawful; still more do I 
deny that the gaining knowledge justifies 
all means of gaining it. In this world 
of pain and sorrow, surely the highest 
of God’s creatures (man) should not will- 
fully increase a sum which seems too 
great already. I do not hesitate.to sup- 
port the absolute prohibition of vivisec- 
tion.” 

It is claimed by vivisectors that experi- 
ments on Hving animals are a benefit to 
mankind, but how can mankind be bene- 
fited by having “‘ let loose upon -it a set of 
young devils,” according to the predic- 
tion of the Medical Registrar of Trinity 
College, Dublin, of what would happen to 
‘classes of young men, accustomed to the 
sight of animals under vivisection.’’ 

Take a young man, fresh from the ten- 
der influences of home and parents, show 
him such experiments as: “ Young adult

to three months’ imprisonment and sub- 
sequently pardoned, has sent to the of- 
fices of The United Associated Presses 
the following communication: 

“It would appear from a summary of 
the opinions of the “American press, pub- 
lished in yesterday afternoon’s papers, that 
Surprise is felt that Mrs, Castle, in view 
of the medical evidence, should have been 
instructed to plead guilty. The present 
State of the English law in regard to in- 
Bane prisoners has been overlooked. Sir 
Edward Clarke stated in court that, if the 
law of England stood as it did in 1883, 
he would have advised his client to plead 
mot guilty, and contested the case, so as 
to show the jury that she was not re- 
sponsible for what she did, in consequence 
of her mental state, and she would have 


been, therefore, entitled to a verdict of 
not guilty in view of the absence of 
felonious intent, which the English law 


regards as essential. An act was passed 


in 1883 relating to the trial of lunatics, 
which provides that the jury shall re- 
turn a speciai verdict that the accused 
Was guilty at the time of committing the 
act of which he or she was accused, 
though insane. Thereupon, the court must 
record the verdict and order the accused 


to be imprisoned during her Majesty's 
pleasure. 
“In view of this extraordinary and in- 


human state of the law, Mrs. Castle’s ad- 
Visers decided to enter a plea of guilty. 
English legal circles approve the course 
taken as the best, and the Home Secre- 
tary’s decision in favor of Mrs. Castle’s 
immediate release justified the soundness 
of the counsel’s advice.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Castle hope to sail from 
Southampton for New-York on Saturday, 
but if they are pursued by curiosity 
seekers, they will sail from France under 
assumed names, 





SWORN IN BY THE EMPEROR. 


Kaiser Wilhelm’s Address to the 


Troops After the Ceremony. 


BERLIN, Nov. 12.—The Emperor per- 
formed the. ceremony of swearing in the 
troops in the Lustgarten at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon in the presence of the Em-’ 
press, Grand Duke Viadimir of Russia, who 
wore the uniform of the Hussar Regiment; 
the Siamese Field Marshal, and the Im- 
»xerial Princes, who occupied the baicony 
of the palace facing the field altar, before 
which the ceremony took place, The 
weather was fine and the scene brilliant. 
After the administration of the oath the 
Emperor, who was on horseback, addressed 
the recruits, saying: 

“You have now sworn an allegiance, im- 
Plying obedience and fidelity until death. 
This oath applies to me, your chief and 
your war lord, and is sacred, as it is sworn 
to God upon the crucifix. My house is 
a Christian house, and is nothing with- 
out Christ our Lord. Thus a soldier is 
nothing without faith. With a firm be- 
lief in Christ, you have a special advantage. 
As long as you wear the King’s coat, re- 
member that he who insults the King in- 
sults your uniform, as well as your chief, 
Therefore, I trust that you will ener- 
getically defend the King and crown, 
especially in these times, when disobe- 
dience and discontent are rampant and 
disloyalty is rife. I rely upon you to 
always remember your oath. It is easy 
for you to do your duty while the eye of 
your superior is upon you, but it may be 
difficult when you are alone, unobserved, 
and exposed to the temptation of seducers. 
Yet, remembering your vows, if you do your 
duty fully you will have the strongest 
claims upon your country’s gratitude. 

“I hope next year you will. be present 
to celebrate the hundreth anniversary of 
the birth of the great Kaiser, William I. 
His eyes are upon you. What he gained 
we will protect with our last drop of bléod. 
I am confident that you will behave so as 
not to be found wanting at the great re- 
view in heaven.”

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EMPERORWILLIAM’S TELEGRAM 


lt Was Not Intended to be Antagonist- 
ic to Great Britain, 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The Daily News will 
to-morrow comment upon a remarkable 
speech made by Lord Lonsdale, who is an 
intimate friend of Emperor William, upon 
retiring from the Mayoralty of Whitehaven. 

He denounced as childish the anger that 
had been aroused in England by the tele- 
gram sent some months ago by Emperor 
William to President Kriiger of the Trans- 
vaal. He declared’that the fact was Presi- 
dent Kriiger had asked Hmperor William 
to assist the Transvaal in its trouble with 


Great Britain, and that the Emperor had 
declined to do so. Subsequently the Em- 
peror sent the dispatch, merely congratu- 
lating President Kriiger for coping with 
the trouble alone. 

Lord Lonsdale added that he believed if 
the Emperor had known the result the tele- 
gram would have had in Great Britain he 
would not have sent it. Anyhow, he was 
authorized by Emperor William to declare 
that nothing in the smallest degree antago- 
nistic to Great Britain or the British people 
was intended. 








TURKEY’S REFORMS BEGUN. 





And Others Will Be Demanded b$ the 
European Cabinets, 


PARIS, Nov. 12.—M. Hanotaux, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, informed the Cabi- 
net this morning: that the Turkish Am- 
bassador, Zin Pasha, had communicated 
with the Foreign Office in writing, con- 
firming the reports that the reforms which 
the Sultan had promised were being car- 
ried out, telegrams having already been 
sent by the Porte to the Military Gov- 
ernors, informing them that they would 
be held afiswerable for any further blood- 
shed, and instructing them to immedi- 
ately put into operation the reforms agreed 
upon in 1895. In addition to this, the 
Ambassador, M, Hanotaux, said, had in- 
formed him that the police of Constanti- 
nople would be reorganized. 

M. Hanotaux added that the European 
Cabinets would now secure other reforms 
in Turkey, including reforms in the ad- 
ministration of the finances. 





BISMARCK’S WAR ON CAPRIVI. 





ex-Chancellor Still Continues 


His Attacks. 


BERLIN, Nov. 12.—Prince Bismarck is 
continuing his attack upon the administra- 
tion of his successor, Count Caprivi, through 
the columns of his organ, the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, which publishes to-day an- 
other article on the Russo-German treaty 
of neutrality. 

The ex-Chancellor is not in favor of the 
proposed debate on the treaty in the 
Reichstag, but thinks it would be a mat- 
ter of special interest to know why Caprivi 
in 1890 felt compelled to cut the wires 
which still united Germany to Russia. The 
ex-Chancellor is of the opinion that the 
question of paramount importance to all 
Germany now is whether a powerful neigh- 
bor like Russia is in closer touch with Ger- 
many or with her opponents in Europe.

GOOD PRICES FOR CITY BONDS 





Stock Broker Tells Why They Are 
Good Investments. 


“There was a time,’ said a prominent 
stock broker yesterday, ‘“‘ when bonds of 
the City of New-York bearing 2% per cent. 
interest were sold at par or a fraction over 
100. Still the recent purchase of the block 
of $16,046,590.71 of three-and-a-half per 
cents, at 104.71 by Vermilye & Co. was an 
excellent sale for the city, while the buyers 
will douvwbtless make a handsome profit. 
The earning power of the bonds at $104.71 
is just about 3.20 per cent. 

“These city bonds are exempt from taxa- 
tion in this State. The failure to sell them 
at the former offering, when par and a 
half was bid, was due to agitation and un- 
certainty over the Presidential election. 
This obtained in every other city and af- 
fected even Government securities, 

‘* New-York City’s credit is the best of 
any city in the United States. The cities 
that come nearest to her in point-of credit 
are Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Boston, Provi- 
dence, Detroit, and St, Louis. But there 


are many cities, notably in Massachusetts, 
where bonds are as cheap as those of 
New-York, because of the laws that govern 
trust funds. They are the laws that regu- 
late the cheapness of credit. , 

“Out West cities have to bait their ob- 
ligations with from 4 to 6 per cent., or 
even more, to sell even at par. A great 
factor in cheapening bonds is the law of 
this State, which makes bonds from out- 
side States legal investments for trust 
funds.”’

THE RELIGIOUS CAPITAL OF AN-

How It Developed—The Temple of 
Zeus—Nero’s House That Saved 
the Ruins — Statues and 
Other Relics. 


. 

Prof. Wilhelm Dérpfeld, Secretary of the 
Imperial German Archaeologica] Institute, 
in Athens, delivered his second lecture yes- 
terday afternoon in the Academy of Medi- 
cine. The subject was ‘ Olympia."’ Al- 
though the entire lecture was in German, 
the professor spoke so deliberately and 
with such perfection of accent and pro 
nunciation that it‘ was not difficult for one 
who knew a little about that language to 
follow him. The illustrations, thrown on a 
stereopticon screen supplied any deficiency 
in knowledge of the German words, 

Olympia, he said, was the centre of the 
Greek religion. It was more than this; it 
was the religious capital of Hellenism, as 
Jerusalem was of Judaism, and as Mecca 
is the capital of Islam. It had no Muham- 
mad to create it, but it was the result of 
slow growth, of the development and union 
of a number of antagonistic priesthoods, 
and of the exigencies of rival States. It is 
not only the capitai and treasure-house of 
the Hellenic religion, it is also the mutil- 
ated but decipherable record of Hellenic 
history. 

When Homer wrote the Iliad the Pelas- 
gians, those primitive people of Greece, were 
a@ mere tradition. Achilles prays to the 
“ Pelasgian Zeus, dwelling afar.’’ It was 
this Pelasgian Zeus who was the chief 
deity of Olympia. These early people took 
into the Peloponnesus, now the Morea, the 
worship of Kronos, son of Uranus, and the 
hill that rises above Olympia is known as 
the Kronion, or Kronos Hill. Later comers 
and a 
compromise was finally effected between the 
rival faiths and the cult of Zeus, the son of 
Kronos, was the result. The Phoenicians 
brought over the worships of Aphrodite; the 
Ionians that of Poseidon; the Cretans that 
of Rhea-Cybele; the Thracians that of Di- 
onysos; while Egypt contributed the mystic 
triad of Ammon—Zeus, Hera, and Hermes. 
Olympia is thus concrete Grecian history. 


Beginning of Its History. 


The site of Olympia is in the modern de- 
partment of Achaia and Elis, which em- 
braces the ancient State of Elis, in the 
northwestern corner of the Morea. Its first 
recognition as a religious capital marks 
the beginning of authentic history and the 
commencement of a fixed era from which 
events could be dated. The invasion of the 
Peloponnesus by the Etolians under Iphitus 
led to a treaty or pact between the Etolian 


conqueror, Lycurgus of Sparta, and the 
Achaian ruler, Cleosthenes. This treaty 
Was the magna charta of Olympia. It made 
Elis a neutral State and the guardian of 
Olympia, which at once become the centre 
of Hellenic religion. The Olympic games 
were established in commemoration of the 
event, and the year 776 B. C. began the of- 
ficial era of the Olympiads. 

Before beginning the illustrations, Prof. 
Dorpfeld explained that in the last century 
Winckelmann formed a complete plan for 
the excavation of Olympia, but the French 
took the initiative, and began the first ex- 
ploration of the site of the ancient sa- 


ered city in 1829. The Germans did not. 


commence work until the aid of the. im- 
perial Government was secured in the year 
1874. They kept at it until 1881, spending 
$200,000, and making it possible to recon- 
struct the Olympia of the days of its great- 
est glory as a religious metropolis. 

The first picture thrown on the screen 
was the plan of the Temple of Zeus. 

In the background was the hill of Kronos. 
From this ancient site;wof the worship of 
Kronos, the entire sacred inclosure of 
Olympia can be seen. In front, to the 
south, is a group of mounds flanked by 
olive groves and vineyards, in which are 
seen the white homes of the villagers. To 
the east and west extends the broad valley 
of the Alpheos. The river comes down 
through the wild gorges of Arcadia, pass- 
ing through a narrow defile, and pours its 
waters upon the plain. Its banks are cov- 
ered with rose laurels. To the right is the 
small, winding stream called the Kladeos. 
It unites with the Alpheos beyond the ruins 
of the Temple of Zeus, and the two flow 
into the Adriatic in the near distance. 
These form the boundaries of the ancient 
domain of Zeus; the Alpheos to the south, 
the Kladeos to the west, Mount Kronion to 
the north, and to the east the hills of Pisa. 


Its Geographical Position, 


The scene appears to be in three distinct 
zones or belts. On the left are the Stadium 
and Hippodrome; on the right on the 
Kladeos are the gymnasium, the palaestra 
of the athletes, and the palaces of the 
priests and magistrates; and in front are 
the walls of the vast square inclosure, the 
altis, where stood the sanctuaries of the 
gods. The beautiful groves of palm trees 
and olives that once adorned the spot have 
long since disappeared. The immense rec- 
tangular Zeus temple dominates the scene. 
All about it stand the ruined sanctuaries 
and altars of gods end heroes. For twelve 
centuries the best art of the world spared 
no cost or labor to adorn this magnificent 
temple. Phidias placed there his marvel- 
ous chryselephantine, or gold and ivory 
statue of Zeus, and every tribe and state 
had brought to it some tribute to preserve 
its or or to attest its fidelity to the 
ancient religion. 


The Inner Sanctuary. 


The plan of the great temple was shown 
in detail on the screen, and the lecturer ex- 
plained carefully the construction of the in- 
ner sanctuary. The entrance was on the 
eastern side, and the great statue of Zeus 
stood at the opposite end. The richness of 
the furnishings and decorations increased 


as one approached the figure. The marble 

on the floor was of pure white, and the halls 

and spaces within were filled with statues. 
Beyond the Zeus temple stood the temple 


of Hera, the Heraion, at the foat of the 
Kronos hill. This is the oldest Greek tem- 
ple. It was fully explained and illustrated. 


Beyond this were the treasure houses. of 
Gela, placed on terraces, on the first slope 
of the Kronion. The Echo Hall, the Sta- 
dium, and the Hippodrome were on the 
right, and between them and the great tem- 
ple lay the Agora. 

To the west from the Zeus temple were the 
palaces of the magistrates and of the 
peveets the Palaestra and the Gymnasium. 

eyond the temple, on the banks of the 
Alpheos, was the Buleuterion, which Prof. 
Dérpfeld called *‘ an architectural riddle.” 

Two smaller buildings are of peculiar in- 
terest. These are a little temple, at the 
foot of the Kronion, called the temple of 
the god-mother, and the temple of Nero, on 
the bank of the Alpheos. 

The name of Nero is associated with the 
idea of wanton distructiveness, of fiddling 
while Rome is burning down; but this tem- 
ple, built almost in the Alpheos, has pre- 
served the ruins of Olympia. Its foundations 
were sunk six metres, or nearly 20 feet, 
and were so firm that they changed the 
course of the river, and kept its destructive 
waters from washing into the Adriatic all 
that remained of the sacred relics of the 
ancient religious capital. 

A temple to Pelops also stood within the 
inclosure, together with a number of small- 
er temples, altars, and shrines, whose ruins 
pee td the ground with broken columns and 
statues. 


Relics of Other Nations. 


Outside are some ruins that record the 
occupancy of other nations. A ruined By- 
zantine church stood near the Kladeos, and 
on the, banks of the stream, toward the 
west, is the ruin of a Roman brick house. 

After exhibiting pictures of the different 
temples and views of the site of Olympla 
from every side, the professor threw upon 
the screen illustrations of the most impor- 
tant statues discovered in the excavations.

MISS D’ARVILLE IS OUT. 





Mr. Hammerstein's Account of the 
Cause Contradicts Hers, 


Camille D’Arville did not appear in ‘‘ San- 
ta Maria" at Olympia Theatre last night, 
but she occupied a box at the Broadway 
Theatre. The programmes at Hammer- 
stein’s contained a slip stating that Miss 
D’Arville Was unable to appear, owing to 
indisposition. 

Miss D’Arville, when shown one of the 
slips, said: ‘I never felt better in my life. 
The reason of my absence from Olympia 
is the fact that Mr. Hammerstein has not 
paid me my full salary for three weeks. 
He owes me up to and including last Sat- 
urday the sum of $825, which is half of my 
salary for three weeks. The week before 
election Mr. Hammerstein came to me and 
told me that he was in trouble, and that 
times were bad, and asked me to accept 
half salary until election was over. I told 
him that while I could not and would not 
accept half salary, I would lend him half 
of my salary for two weeks, and that he 
should give me due bills for the amount 
due each week. He accepted my offer, but 
did not give me the due bills. 

“ Tuesday, the regular pay day, I called 
at’ the office for my salary, and was sur- 
prised when I received only half of the 
full week’s sum. I refused to take it, and 
asked to see Mr. Hammerstein. He was 
not in, I sang Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights, being unwilling to give him any 
chance to break our contract. To-day, 
when I called for my salary, I was offered 
half of it, which I accepted under protest. 

‘*My lawyer, ex-Judge William Brinker- 
hoff of Jersey City, called upon Mr. Ham- 
merstein and demanded my money. He 
told me after his visit that Mr. Hammer- 
stein ordered him out of his office. Mr. 
Brinkerhoff told Mr, Hammerstein that he 
would proceed against him to recover, but 
the only satisfaction he got was to the 
effect that I could send for my trunks. I 
sent my maid to the theatre to-day, and 
Mr. Hammerstein superintended the pack- 
ing himself. My contract does not expire 
until next May, and I shall make an ef- 
fort to‘recover what is justly due to me. 

Mr. Hammerstein knows that my con- 
tract was made before he transferred his 
property, and that he cannot get out of this 
as easily. as he thinks.’’ 

Mr. Hammerstein said that he was not 
sorry Miss D’Arville had left. ‘“‘ The money 
that was deducted from her galary,” he de- 
clared, ‘‘was for money advanced last 
May. She came to me when she was in 
difficulties and borrowed $250. I also paid 
for her costumes. I heard from a trust- 
worthy source that Miss D’Arville was 
making a deal to go on the road with 
Jefferson De Angelis, notwithstanding the 
fact that she had a contract with me.

MANSFIELD’S NEW PLAY. 





“Castle Sombras” Has Good Scenes, 
but Is 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Mr. Mansfield pro- 
duced “‘ Castle Sombras”’ at the Grand Op- 
era House to-night to a very large audi- 
ence. It is a melodrama which promises in 
a large part of the action to be as good as 
“The Prisoner of Zenda.”” This fact kept 
the audience from tiring at the slowness 
of movement, and Mr. Mansfield’s acting 
did the rest. 

The star’s part is something between 
Black Michael and Carver Doone of Black- 
more’s famous romance, with an inherited 
inclination to crime which would have made 
Lombroso happy. The play is by H. Green- 
ough Smith, the editor of The Strand Maga- 
zine, and its scene is in England in the time 
of Charles I. 

The interest centres about the love of 
Sir John Sombras for his ward, Thyrza. 
Sombras is descended from a long line of 
fierce and saturnine ancestors. He lives in 
a remote and impregnable fortress separ- 
ated from the rest of the world by a chasm 
spanned by a drawbridge. Hillary Dare, a 
King’s trooper, had met Thyrza and es- 


poused her, but she has disappeared. He 
enters the castle, finds her, and is sur- 
prised by the cruel Sombras. The rest of 
the play is a duel of wits between Sombras 
on one side and Thyrza and Hillary on the 
other. It ends without a tragedy, which is 
a surprise, considering the very tragic sit- 
uations in the various acts. 

One of the scenes, notably a _  blind- 
fold duel with daggers, defeats itself and 
becomes ridiculous. The dialogue is bright 
at times, but the general sombreness is 
unpleasant. Mansfield’s crisp acting saved 
the piece.

The Texas and Pacific Road is capitalized 
for $38,710,900, and has a funded debt of 
$58,783,485, divided into first and second 
mortgage bonds, and an issue of mortgage 
bonds on the eastern division of the road.

MR. LEHMAN COMES MERELY TO 
MAKE OBSERVATIONS. 


— 


"wit Go Back Before Christmas and 
Come Again in the Spring—Eng- 
lish Rowing Methods to be In- 
troduced—Training Methods. 


Robert C. Lehman, the famous English 
rowing expert, arrived yesterday on the 
Majestic. He comes to coach the Harvard 
crew. He is a thorough English sportsman, 


of wealth and socijal position, amd comes 
bere without compensation. 

Mr. Lehman is of slender figure. His 
black hair is slightly streaked with gray. 
He is a Trinity College, Cambridge, man, 
and has been rowing continuously since 
1874, except last Summer. He coached the 
Cambridge crew in 1879 and took charge 
of the Oxford crew formally in 1891. He 
has also coached the Leander eight, and 
was their Captain in 1894 and 1895. 

Mr. Lehman was seen at his hotel last 
hight by a reporter for THE NEw-YORK 
Times. He said the object of this visit was 
to gain some idea of the Harvard crew, the 
rowing facilities, gnd the surroundings. He 
Intends returning home before the Christ- 
mas holidays and will not return until 
there is “‘ open water.’’ 

Answering the question whether the in- 
side rowing tanks would be used, he said: 

“We have no need for them at home. 
College men there begin rowing in October 
and keep it up until the following May. 
First, there are the college ‘fours’ races, 
then the university trial ‘eights.’ This 
takes up the Fall term. During the follow- 
Ing term there are the university eight 
‘races, the races between Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, and the Henley regatta, 

“ intend teaching rowing at Harvard,” 
he continued, ‘“‘from the only standpoint 
{ know. I suppose that means a radical 
change in the boat, the oars, training and 
rowing.”’ 

In discussing the change in the style of 
rowing, Mr. Lehman took as an illustra- 
tion the Yale-Leander race at Henley last 
Summer, The Yale crew, he said, was com- 
posed physically of the best set of men on 
the river. They were thoroughly trained 
according to their system. But they did 
all their work with their arms and legs. 
They failed to utilize their body muscles. 
The result was, they rowed a beautiful 
face against Leander for half the course. 
After that, they were out of it. On the 
dther hand, the English placed much re- 
fiance in a long body swing. Technically 
speaking, he said, the English stroke is 
jong in the water and clean in coming out 


to the feather. The hands are brought 
full up to the chest when the body is back. 
A sharp forward movement of. the hands 
pack again, when the blades are out of the 
water, furnishes the strong, long swing so 
pecessary to give force to the stroke. : 

In training the English system differs 
materially from the American. 

**“We have no such strict regulations as 
to.food,”’ said Mr. Lehman. ‘‘ During most 
of the training the men smoke, drink beer, 
nd eat a great variety of food. They 
ho not go to a training table until about a 
month before a race,”’ 

During the afternoon Mr.. Lehman, in 
tompany with Francis Peabody, Jr., of 
Boston, a classmate, and Capt. Goodrich 
of the Harvard crew, attended the Horse 
Show. The party went to Boston on the 
midnight train.

CHICAGO, Novy. 12.—For several hours to- 
day the National Baseball League was 


threatened with total collapse. This situa. ° 


tion and the fact that the League is still 
intact was due to the action of T. H. 
Stuckey of Louisville. 

As it is, the whip hand fs still. retained 
by the “big seven,’’ and Nicholas E. 
Young was re-elected as Secretary and 
Treasurer of the League for four years, 
beginning the first of next year. 

The National Board of Arbitration will re- 
tain its old powers. Yesterday Stuckey cast 
a bombshell into the camp of the “ Big 
Seven” by deserting and voting with the 
“Little Five” for several hours, thus pro- 
ducing the most exciting session for many 
years. He threatened to do so to-day, and 
every one expected that the fight would 
last till Sunday. 

To-day’s session, instead of beginning at 
11 o’clock, did not take place till 4, and the 
interval was used by one side in the attempt 
to compel Stuckey to rescind his action and 
by the other to make him hold to it. He 
took the stand that he would not recede un- 
luess Brush showed him a bill of sale of the 
Indianapolis Club. On the other hand, the 
minority offered him any number of good 
meyers without charge if he would stand 


rm, 

Brush finally got hold of the recalcitrant 
member and talked to him alone for three 
hours, at the end of which Stuckey came in 
and voted with the seven. It is reported, 
however, that he gained his point, and that 
Brush showed Stuckey the bill of sale in the 
presence of. five witnesses. 

Then the minutes of the last meeting, in- 
cluding the celebrated amendment giving 
power to the Board of Arbitration, were 
adopted by a vote of seven to five. Byrne, 
Brush, Soden, and Young were elected as 
the board by the same vote. 





RUSIE SUES FREEDMAN, 


Seeks to Break Down the Reserva- 
tion Rule, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Failing to secure his 
release from the New-York Baseball Club 
at the hands of the National League, Amos 
Rusie, the Indianapolis baseball player, 
filed a bilt for an injunction in the Fed- 
eral Court this. morning to secure his re- 
lease by legal process. 

Incidentally, Rusie’s application to the 


.Court means more than his personal re- 


lease, if granted. It means that the right 
of reservation, exercised by the baseball 
clubs, has no legal standing, and makes 
an open field at the close of the season 
for the contracting of players for the fol- 
lowing season. . 
Rusie, in his bill, sets forth that in 1895 
he played with the New-York club under 
a contract for $3,500. All contracts under 
the National League constitution and rules 
give to the contracting club the right to 
reserve a player once contracting with it. 
The player is bound to accept the reserva- 
tion and the contract tendered unless he 
can secure his release through his purchase 
by some other club in the association. After 
reciting these facts, Rusie says that a 


player cannot engage himself to any other 
club until he has been released. 

At the close of last year’s season the New- 
York Club notified Rusie that he was re- 
served. A contract was afterward ten- 
dered to him at $3,400 salary for the season 
of 1806. - He refused to sign and the New- 
York Club refused to-release him. Expect- 
ing to be released by limitation this year, 
Rusie waited. To his surprise the New- 
York Club anrounced his reservation. He 
appealed to the National League, which de- 
cided yesterday that the New-York Club 
had the right of continued reservation. 

The bill for injunction deciares that the 
combination of the National League is un- 
lawful and unreasonable, and if enforced 
will work irremedial hardship to the com- 
plainant. The prayer of the bill is ‘‘ To re- 
strain and enjoin the defendant from as- 
serting any claim or right to the services 
of your orator in the line of his profession, 
or from-asserting any claim or right that 
any other corporation or association. can- 
not employ or engage the services of your 
orator in his profession.’’ 

In-addition Rusie began a suit at law for 
the-recovery of $5,000 damages by -reason 
of the conduct of the New-York Club in 
preventing him from following his profes- 
sion, 





TO BE A PERMANENT FACTOR. 


Labor Political Conference Will Ex- 
tend Its Life, 


The Labor Political Conference, that was 
organized after Bausch’s nomination for 
Coroner, held a secret meeting last even- 
ing, at Clarendon Hall, to make arrange- 
ments to continue as a permanent political 
organization. It was decided to issue a 
cali to labor organizations to send dele- 
gates from the various Assembly districts 
to a convention to be held within a short 
tfme. The conference examined the ac- 
counts of the expenses incurred in Bausch’s 
campaign, and found that there was a sur- 
plus, 

William J. O’Brien, President of the 
Workingmen’s State Assembly, has issued 
a call for the annual convention of the as- 
sembly, to be held in Albany on Jan. 19. 
In the call he says that the prison ring 
that attempiea to nullify the recently en- 
acted legislation on convict labor had been 
defeated by the Assembly’s committee, be- 
fore the Legislature, and that another ef- 
fort would be made-to pass the anti-con- 
spiracy bill through the Legislature. Mr. 
O’Brien also warns the unions that the 
nullification of the alien labor law by the 
Appellate Division of the Superior Court of 
Buffalo, if allowed to stand, will bring the 


padrone system into full force again on 
State and municipal works. 

Unions that have a membership of 300 
can send one delegate each’ to the As- 
sembly, those that have over 300 two, and 
those that have 600 and over three dele- 
gates. Anyone holding a political office 
representing labor may have a seat in the 
assembly, but no vote, and no person hold- 
ing a political appointment shall be ad- 
mitted as a delegate unless he works at his 
trade or calling.

APPRAISERS MAKE PUBLIC 
THEIR CONCLUSIONS. 


' 





Mr. A. B. Boardman, the City’s Spe- 
cial Counsel, Brings the Work to 
,  @ Successful End -—- Reports 
i Ready for the Supreme 
Court. 


The official appraisers appointed jointly 
by the city and the owners of about three- 
fourths of the property to be taken in the 
Bim Street widening and extension pro 
ceeding have made their reports, and yes- 


terday the reports were presented to the 
Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment 
by. A. B. Boardman, special counsel for the 
city in the proceeding. 

The appointments ‘Were made under an 
agreement between the property owners 
and the city for the purpose of expediting 
the matter, and from the reports the com- 
mission will make its report to the Supreme 
Court. * 

“Mr. Boardman brought about the agree- 
ment under which the appraisers were @p- 
pointed, two by the ‘city and two by the 
praperty owners, and to him belongs the 
credit for the expedition with which the 
work has been done, something never here- 
tofore accomplished. 

“"Phe remainder of the property will be ac- 
‘quired by condemnation proceedings. 

The -proposed improvement starts at the 
junction of Chamber and Centre Streets, 
paralleling itself with Broadway and cut- 
ting its way through and opening up @ new 
thoroughfare between Prince and East 
¥ourth Streets, giving a long, wide and 
beautiful avenue, with an air line almost 
between Astor Place and Fourth Avenue to 
the City Hall, which will, as soon as com-~- 
pleted, equalize and increase values in pre- 
portion to the connections that they will 
make after the improvement is completed. 

The streets to be affected by such im- 
provement now situated and lying in that 
section of the city along this route have for 
many years remained dormant, and while 
New-York has made rapid strides in other 
directions and appreciated vastly in value, 
this particular route has remained unaf- 
fected. Elm Street, with no thoroughfare, 
commencing at Reade and ending in Spring- 
Marion Street, commencing at Broome and 
ending in an alley between Prince and 
Eiouston Steeets—and Crosby Street, block- 
ing itself up against a blank wall at Bleeck- 
er Street—of uneven width and grade unfit 


Having no important terminal, all tangled 
and difficult routes to pursue, have had little 
inducement for the speculator or business 
man to locate along the route for the pur- 
poses of improvements or establishing him- 
self in business, 

Reasoned Differently. 

Michael Coleman, Frederick Southack, 
Morris Wilkins, and Charles S. Brown, the 
appraisers, did not all reach their con- 
clusions in the same way. Mr. Coleman, in 


his report, says: 
“In placing my estimates on the present 
@market value of the land, I have given the 


benefit along the route to the owners in fee, 
and.my value per square foot will exceed 
fin almost every case the sales that have 
taken place along the line in ordinary times. 


form with the new lines will, in my judg- 
ment, be more valuable for an investment 
than they are at present, and the allow- 
@nce I have made is, in my judgment, 
ample. The market value of the jands af- 
fected will vary, as some will have more ad- 
Vantages than others, and, therefore, no 
fixed percentage can be made for apprecia- 


Morris Wilkins, in’ writing of the manner 
fm which he reached his conclusions, said: 

“In giving my valuation of the property 
Gmost of which is improved) I have estimat- 
ed the value of the land and improvements 
@s they now stand, and after deducting the 
value of the land, give the balance as the 
Value of the improvements. So that, while 
the value of the improvements as given 
gay not be the actual value of the same, 
tthey are values I place on them in connec- 
tion with the land.” 

Charles S. Brown says the values that he 
put on the land “ were arrived at by an ex- 
amination of all of the nearby sales, and 
a consideration of the relation they bore 
to the property in question, but were prin- 
cipally: determined by my own opinion or 
feeling.”” He decided the value of the build- 
ings as he thought proper, thinking it not 
proper to consider them of no value from 
the fact that they will be torn down when 
the land is improved. He used the Hoffman 
seale for an inside lot, 25 by 100 feet, and 
his own scale for a deeper lot, and for a 
corner lot, 25 by 100 feet, or deeper. He 
read the statements presented by the prop- 
erty owners and the city. 


Mr. Southack’s Reckoning. 


_Frederick Southack in reaching his con- 
elusions used as a basis for valuation in 
some cases a lot 26 feet by 100 feet and in 
sthers a lot 25 feet by 100 feet, and in each 
mstance reduced the area to square feet 
and placed a valuation upon each square 
Joot of property appraised. 

In valuing 17, 19 and 21 Great Jones 
Street, and 12, 14, and 18 Bond Street, he 


considered the property worth $17.30 per 
square foot; 26 to 32, and 27, 29, and 36 East 
Houston Streét, worth $16.40; 53, 57, and 59 
Bleecker Street, $16.35; 6, 8, and 10 City 
Hall Place, and 12, 18, and 20 Centre Street, 
$30; 57 and 59 Elm Street, 40, 41, 42, 48, 45, 
and 47 Duane Street, and 27 to 45 Centre 
Street, $18; 120 Leonard Street, $17; 250 and 
252 Canal Street, 118 to 122 Worth Street, 
and 15i Grand Street, $16; 85 to 91 Elm 
Street, 267 to 271 Mulberry Street, 153 and 
155, and 152 to 156 Grand Street, $15; corner

«it should be remembered that the above 
estimates of value cover but three-fourths 
of the property that will have to be paid 
for by the city. The appraisals, however, 
will be a good gauge, and may be followed 
in the condemnation proceedings when the 
city takes action to obtain the other prop- 
erty that will be needed to complete the 
work,

BROOKLYN CIVIL SERVICE. 





Mr. Shepard Wants More Employes 


Placed Under Class B. 


Hearing in a suit brought by a number 
of taxpayers in Brooklyn to declare all 
the places under the City Government, ex- 
cept the Mayor and the heads of depart- 
ments and the members of the Board of 
Education, in Schedule B of the civil 
service list and subject to competitive ex- 
amination, was had before Justice Keogh 
yesterday, in the Supreme Court, in Brook- 
lyn. The plaintiffs were represented by 
Edward M. Shepard, 8. Warren Greene, 
and Henry Yonge. Corporation Counsel 
Burr appeared for the defendant. 

“In 1894,” said Mr. Shepard, “the 
Constitutional Convention met and passed 


the civil service law under which the 
present arrangements were made. Civil 
service had had twelve years’ trial, and 


had been proved to be practicable, so the 
provisions’ of the new Constitution took 
the power from the Mayors or the Gover- 
nor or any one to decide whether the con- 
ditions of good government made the en- 
forcement of civil service laws practicable, 
and decided that wherever it was practi- 


cable to hold examinations to decide as 
to the fitness of candidates for any office, 
that office should be placed in Schedule B 
and filled by competitive examination.” 

“Then,” asked Justice Keogh, “ you 
want to drop the old law and start with 
the theory that wherever they are prac- 
ticable they must be held?” 

** Exactly,”” replied Mr. Shepard. “ The 
places involved in this case must be sub- 
mitted to that test.’’ 

Seth Low, former Mayor, took the stand 
to testify as to the practicability of cer- 
tain examinations. r. Burr objected to 
the line of questioning, and argued that 
it raised the question of the power of the 
court to decide as to the practicability 
of competitive examinations. He contend- 
ed that the decision of the Mayor as to 
the practicability of examinations was 
final. Justice Keogh decided that Mr. 
Low’s testimony was immaterial. 

Edward B. Lent, Secretary of the Civil 
Service Board, gave testimony, and then 
a host of city employes said they were 
not appointed under competitive rules, and 
half a dozen employes of this city, who 
are doing the same work, testified that 
they got their places by competitive ex- 
amination. 

Justice Keogh reserved -decision. 





GOSPEL OF BETTER HOMES. 





Tenement-House Question Discussed 
by the Methodist Union, 


A meeting of the Methodist Social Union, 
preceded by a dinner, was held in the St. 
Denis Hotel last night. There were addresses 
upon the tenement-house question by A. W. 
Milbury, Secretary of the Industial Chris- 
tian Alliance; Dr. E. R. L. Gould of Johns 
Hopkins University, Col. George E. Waring, 
Jr., Commissioner of Street Cleaning, and 
the Rev. Dr. W. H. P. Faunce. 

“The ‘Gospel of Better Homes for the 
People’’ was the general theme of the 
speakers, and Mr. Milbury illustrated his 
remarks by stereopticon views of lodging 
houses and homes for the poor in this city 
and London, those of the last-mentioned 
city showing to marked advantage in com- 
parison with the exhibit for New-York. 

Dr. Gould, who has devoted several years 
to the study of the tenement-house ques- 
tion in this country and Europe, made an 
earnest plea for the provision of homes 
for the poor. This practical gospel of social 
service must be carried out by the well-to- 
do and by the churches, he said. Nothing 
was so costly to a city as bad housing of its 


poor. It is the foundation element of drunk- 
enness, immorality, and crime. There is 
no city in the worid where the respectable 
hard-working element has greater difficulty 
in leading cleanly, proper home lives than 
in New-York. It would be well for Chris- 
tians to pay attention to bringing the king- 
dom of God on earth as well as in heay- 
en, he said. 

Col. Waring said: ‘‘My work is simply 
the practical and physical. I don’t know 
much of the tenement population excepting 
what I see on the streets. I know that the 
cleaning of the streets in the Five Points 
and other crowded districts has improved 
the manners and habits of the people there. 
At first, a year and a half ago, we were 
hooted; now we receive pleasant greeting. 
We have improved the appearance of the 
people in the streets, and 1 fancy we have 
had some effect on the inside of the homes, 
too.””

THE GOVERNMENT SUPPORTED 
BY THE CHAMBER. 











Policy of the Meline Cabinet Ap- 
proved by a Majority of 99— 
Long Debate on the ¢ 
Question. 


PARIS, Nov. 12.—The Radical groups in 
the Chamber of Deputies to-day made an 
unsuccessful attempt to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment. The Radicals have for a long 
time been scheming to oust the Meline Cab- 


inet, for no very obvious reason beyond a 
desire to secure the official loaves and fishes 
for themselves, 

On Tuesday last, as detailed in the dis- 
patches of The United Associated Presses, 
the Chamber decided by a majority of nine- 
teen to discuss on Monday next the mode 
of electing Senators. The Government op- 
posed the proposal, but a snap division re- 
sulted in its adoption. The Government did 
not take the action of the Chamber as an 
expression of want of confidence, and no 
serious result followed its defeat. This move 
on the part of the Chamber was an inci- 
dent in the manoeuvres of the Radicals to 
force M. Meline and his colleagues out of 
office, and it anticipated an interpellation 
offered to-day by M. Levi Mirman, the Rad- 
ical Socialist, who sits for one of the dis- 
tricts of Rheims, ; 

The Republique Francaise, M. Meline’s 
organ, published an article yesterday 
strongly attacking the opponents of the 
Cabinet. It charged them with darkly con- 
spiring against the Cabinet and with laying 
snares every day to entrap the Government. 
It challenged them to gpenly attack the 
policy of the Government and to make 
charges against it from the tribune of the 
Chamber. The article, which was a vigor- 
ous one, hurled defiance at the Radicals, 
and concluded by calling upon them to dis- 
close their own policy, 

The ground for to-day’s attack was the 
question of the Government permitting 
priests, although they are State officials, to 
hold congresses, which the members of the 
Left regard as being tantamount to form- 
ing trades unions, whfle at the same time 
the Government will not allow the Univer- 
sitaires to found associations or hold con- 
gresses. It was this question which brought 
out the interpellation by M. Mirman. 

The groups of the Left met yesterday to 
discuss what action they would take on the 
interpellation. M. Mirman addressed the 
members of the Extreme Left, who pledged 
themselves to support his interpellation. 


.The other groups showed a disposition to 


support it, but were not wholly unanimous. 

The galleries to-day were filled with an 
interested audience, and the debate was 
closely followed by every one present. The 
seats of the members were fully occupied, 
and it was evident that the Opposition en- 
tertained high hopes of forcing M. Meline 
and his Cabinet to visit the Palace of the 
Elysee to hand their resignations to Presi- 
dent Faure, hopes that were doomed to dis- 
appointment when a vote was taken on the 
interpellation, as the Chamber gave a ma- 
jority of 99 to the Government. 

M. Mirman’s chief point of attack was the 
clerical congresses recently hel dat Rheims, 
at which a crusade against the republic was 
preached. Nevertheless, the Government 
refused to allow professors and school 
teachers to hold a congress. 

Abbé Jules Lemire attempted to make a 
defense of the clergy, but was met with 
cries of ‘‘ Closure! ”’ 

M. Bourgeois, the ex-Prime Minister, pro- 
tested against the closing of ‘the debate, 
and he was supported by Prime Minister 
Meline. The latter attacked the Catholics, 
who were, he said, conducting a movement 
against civil society. M. Meline declared 
that he welcomed the discussion, as it gave 
the Chamber an opportunity to say whether 
the Government possessed its confidence. 
He repudiated the charge that he encour- 
aged the clerical propaganda, maintaining 
that he did not do so any more than had 
his predecessors in office, but, he added, he 
could not war on religion. He was con- 
vinced that the Chamber would approve 
his policy, which accorded with the inter- 
ests of the country. 

The Centre again gave voice to its ap- 
proval in cheers as M. Meline descended 
from the tribune. 

M. Gustave Isambert, Radical Republican, 
demanded priority for his order of the day 
implying censure of the Government. This 
was rejected by a vote of 301 to 229, and 
M. Poincare’s order expressing confidence 
in the Government was adopted by a vote of 
824 to 225.

COL. WARING’S. EXPLANATION. 





He Answers George Bliss’s Accusa-~- 


tion at Some Length. 


Commissioner George E. Waring, Jr., of | 


the Department of Street Cleaning has 
made a statement in reply to a communi- 
eation from George Bliss published in The 
New-York Sun yesterday morning. The 
communication from Mr. Bliss declared that 
harm was’ being done because Mr. Tate 
exercises a magnetism over Commissioner 
Waring, and that from June, 1895, to June, 
1896, Herbert Tate had; by agreement with 
Col. Waring, made without inviting bids, 
the privilege of disposing of all refuse 
collected by him without payment to the 
city, which was an apparent present to 
Mr. Tate of $88,000. For this. it is claimed 
that Tate built a crematory and experi- 
mented in the burning of refuse. As a 
result of this experiment. Tate was now 
willing to pay the city $245,000 a year for 
the ‘‘scow trimmings.’’ Mr. Bliss declared 
that Mr. Tate’s offer had scared off all 
other bidders, and that his bid was accom- 
panied with extraordinary and impossible 
conditions, 

Mr. Bliss further says that Col. Waring 
went so far as to stop all street clean- 
ing to compel the payment of the amount 
to be. paid Tate under this private ar- 
rangement. : 

In referring to this communication, Col. 
Waring declares at some length that Mr. 
Tate exercises no other magnetism over 


him than what is due to his integrity, indus- 
try, and availability for any service. He 
says that is was not necessary to advertise 
for bids in giving Mr. Tate the privilege of 
using the scow trimmings. This was in 
his own control. He then gives an account 
of the experiments and the cost of them, 
amounting to $57,192. The result of the ex- 
periment, he says, was made public at the 
time, and the knowledge obtained by it re- 
sulted in Mr. Tate’s offer of $245,000 per 
year. He declares that there were no im- 
possible conditions connected with the bid, 
but that the bids were asked for with an 
understanding that store yards were to be 
provided and that the contractor was to use 
them,

FORGIVENESS HIS THEME 


MR. MOODY EXHORTS HIS HEAR- 
ERS TO CAST OUT SIN. 


The Evangelist Declares that Only by 
Confessing Errors Can This Be 
Done—Cooper Union Crowded 
. Again Yesterday Morning 
and Afternoon. 


‘fhe Moody and Sankey evangelistic serv- 
ices in Cooper Union yesterday afternoon 
attracted a larger avndience, if possible, 
than on any preceding day. As on previous 
days, long before 2 o’clock, the hour for 


opening the doors, a long. line of men and 
women stood on the sidewalk, waiting as 
patiently as ever a crowd waited for the 
door to open to the family circle when a 
high-priced star was the drawing card. 

There was a plentiful sprinkling of Wwo- 
men in fashionable attire.and of men bear- 
ing the’ stamp of “the world,” and they 
were devoutly attentive. Many shoppers 
were there, too. "The great body of that 
audience was composed of the ‘“ middle 
class’’ and the class below that. Working- 
men and workingwomen left their places of 
business for a brief spell; shopgirls, arti- 
sans, mechanics, members of every trade, 
gave an hour and a half of their time to 
attend the services, and they sat through 
them with serious faces and tearful eyes. 
Many of them responded with reverent 
*“ amens” to the fervent prayers that went 
up from the ministers on the platform, 

It is Mr. Moody’s aim to keep the services 
within the hour’s limit. Following the 
afternoon meeting a half-hour “ prayer 
meeting ’”’ is held. It is noticeable that few 
go out of the hall till the entire services 
are over, and the few seats that are va- 
cated when the-prayer meeting begins are 
taken at once by those standing in the 
aisles. 

And yet, with all the manifestations of 
the outpouring of grace which have begun 
to characterize these services, the audiences 
aire not of the noisy, demonstrative sort. 
There are no boisterous ejaculations, no 
loud implorations. 

As usual, Mr., Sankey led a half hour’s 
singing service before the preaching service 
began. The veteran leader isn’t by any 
means the most fervent singer there. The 
choir on the platform goes at its work with 
avim. The score or more of ministers on 
the platform join in the songs, and they 
are taken up by the audience, and there 
is one great chorus of swelling music re- 
verberating through the vaulting arches, 
with never the slightest cacophony and 
never a jar. 

Several hymns were sung and prayers said 
before Mr. Moody called for a little “ silent 
Prayer.”” At this request the audience 
bowed its head, while not a sound was 
heard. Then Mr. Sankey sang this solo: 

** Not now, but in the 

It may be in the better landt “> 
We'll read the meaning of our tears, 

And there, some time we'll understand.” 

A collection was taken to help defray the 
expenses of the reyival, and the Rev. -Dr. 
A. C.. Dixon made some announcements. A 
concert of meeti is to be held in the 
New-York and rooklyn Young Men’s 
Christian AssociatfOhi halls and several 
churches. The Rev. Dr. W. J. Harsha prayed 


that “God might quicken His work in this 
land,”’ and Mr. Moody began to speak. 


Mr. Moody’s Talk, 


“We are trying to find out why prayer is 
Mot answered,” he said. “If the five hun- 
dred persons at Pentecost could call down 
fire, why can’t we, who are much greater 
in numbers, accomplish just as much? A 
man says to me, ‘ What’s the outlook, Mr. 
Moody?’ ‘ Outlook,’ I said. ‘Don’t know 
anything about any outlook. It’s the inlook 
I’m thinking of.’ Brethren, we must get 
home. We must examine ourselves. I’ve 
come to the most difficult part of prayer. 
David said, ‘When will I teach transgress- 
ors Thy way?’ When? Why, when he’s 
got right himself.’’ 

The speaker read the Psalm and added: 
“I never knew it to fail that when a per- 
son gets right with God, he can get his 
Prayers answered. 

“There are three kinds of confession. If 
my sin is between God and me alone, I am 
not in duty bound to confess that sin to the 
wife of my bosom, even. It concerns only 
-God and me. But if I have wronged some 
one else, I must confess to that person. 
If I’m too proud for that, I’m too proud to 
go to God: And if I’ve done a public injury, 
iI must confess that wrong in public. How 
many of you have confessed your sins since 
yesterday? Any back debts been paid up? 

*"m tired of hearing people come and say 
to me, ‘Ah, Mr. Moody, I’m delighted with 

our sermon.’ I don’t want you to be de- 
ighted. I want to hit somebody. I want 
to get at your shortcomings. Talk about 

our shortcomings, why, I’m tired of ’em. 
t’s call ’em by their right name—sins. A 
lady said to me, ‘ Mr. Moody, for five years 
I’ve been so ill-tempered.’ ‘Confess your 
sins,’ I told her. .And she—oh, she was hor- 
rified. No sinner she; just one of your 
shortcomings kind. It’s no use sending a 
bouquet to the wife you’ve offended. Con- 
fess to her, and I’ll warrant the confessing 
ordeal will become so unpleasant you'll get 
tired of it and quit doing things to confess. 

“We must forgive. This is the most diffi- 
Gult part of prayer. A friend in Chicago 
was anxious for me to talk to his wife. 
She was humble and meek, but she couldn’t 
become converted. I, stupid enough, be- 
lieved she was all right and didn’t know it. 
and I'll tell you now I’ll never again tell 
any one he or she’s all right. I’ll let God 
do that. Well, I talked to the woman, and 
finally I told her to repeat after me the 
Lord’s Prayer, and to repeat only such 
ghee as she could conscientiously do. When 
t came to ‘forgive us our trespasses,’ she 
stopped. I waited for her and asked what 
was the matter. She didn’t answer. I 
glanced at her and she looked like a fiend. 
Her face was on fire with hate. 

‘** There’s one woman I will never for- 
give,’ she said. ‘I'll never become a Chris- 
tian if I’ve got to forgive her.’ I told her 
there was no danger of her becoming a 
Christian under those circumstances, and 
she said: ‘I don’t want to go to heaven if 
I’ve got to go with her.’ I left her. Two 
years later she drove her husband, an ex- 
cellent man, from the house, and the Chi- 
cago papers said she had gone mad on ac- 
count of religion. She had gone mad for 
the lack of it, and, oh! I tell you there’s 
many a person gone mad over some fancied 
wrong. 

“I went home one night and my little 
boy was in a savage humor. ‘ Have you 
prayed?’ I asked him. ‘I've said my 
prayers, papa,’ he answered. ‘Yes, but 
have you prayed?’ I insisted. He persisted 
in his answer and I persisted in my question 
till the little fellow broke down and begged 
his mamma’s pardon for some naughty Se. 
havior, and said his prayers again and 
went peacefully to sleep.” 


Handkerchiefs in Use. 


The women began to use their handker- 
chiefs here, and kept it up until the sermon 
closed. 

“Oh, there are many of us who say our 
Prayers without praying. Now have any 
of you got any enmity in your hearts?

BOOKS BRING FAIR PRICES 


SEWALL LIBRARY SALE DRAWS 
MANY EXPERT BUYERS. 





Average Value for 1,142 Lots Out of 
4,500 to be Sold Is $6.50—Seven 
Numbers of Damascene’s “‘ Bul- 
letin Mensual” Bring 
Six Cents. 


The Sewall library sale developed yester- 
day increased competition among the ex- 
pert buyers who thronged the auction rooms 
of Bangs & Co.,.at.93 Fifth Avenue.)#here 
was a larger attendance and a wider 1ange 
of bids than on any other day since the 
sale began, and the average price, notwith- 
standing the five-hundred-dollar bid for a 
Caxton on Wednesday, increased a little. 
Eleven hundred and forty-two lots have 
been sold to date, in a total of nearly 4,500, 
at the average price of $6.50 per lot. 

The prices overrun the valuation placed 
on the library by its owner, the late Henry 
F. Sewall. Before his death Mr. Sewall 
fixed a value on each volume for purposes 
of insurance. In many cases the amounts 


“paid for the famous classics are five, six, 


and even ten times larger than Mr, Sewall’s 
figures. The Caxton which sold for $500 
‘was valued by the owner at $125. Only in 
a few cases have.the prices been less than 
the owner’s valuations, and they exceed, as 
a rule, the market prices quoted by the pub- 
lishers and booksellers for rare old books. 
For so large a collection Mr. Sewall exer- 
cised what the experts say is remarkable 
judgment. He began the collection about 
thirty years ago, before literary antiquities 
became a fad, and escaped many of the er- 
rors of later collectors. 

The bindings are the fad among the buy- 
ers at the Sewall sale. Anacreon in the 
Latin version of 1791, ordinarily bound in 
calf, brought $3. A copy of the Roger 
Payne edition of the same year brought 
$102.50. In pure antiquities the Sewall sale 
has not yet reached its interesting stage. | 
The most valuable lots in the collection, 
according to the bookmen, are those which 
include the first four folios of Shakespeare. 
Several of the buyers now bidding at the 
Sale are ready to compete for these lots, 
and the prices are likely, in their opinion, 
to run as high for these folios as they ran 
in the sale of the Adee collection last year, 
when Henry Howard's Earl of Surrey was 
sold for $1,680. It is not expected that the 
Sewall sale will reach the average price 
paid for the books of the Charles B. Focte 
collection, sold last year. In that sale 275 
lots brought $15,548.25, the highest price 
paid for a single lot having been $1,050. The 
books of the Foote collection were all per- 
fect. The Sewall collection is fourteen times 
as large as the Foote collection, but many 
of the volumes are imperfect, patched, and 
worm-eaten. 

The early editions of Charles Dickens’s 
works were sold yesterday at prices that 
seem ridiculous as compared to those paid 
several years ago, when the early Dickens 
prints were a fad. In the Foote sale a 
Dickens manuscript brought $375. 

The etchings and woodcuts of George 
Cruikshank were the feature of yesterday's 
bidding, Mr. Sewaill’s fondness for that ar- 
tist having shown itself in the collection of 
his works as issued by many publishers. 
Twenty-three lots were offered, and sold 
for prices ranging from $48 to 60 cents. The 
“Comic Almanac,” in a complete set of 
the original issues from 1885 to 1858, printed 
in London, brought $40. An 1845 c of 
“The Table Book,’”’ edited by Gilbert Ab- 
bot & Becket, with 12 steel etchings and 
116 woodcuts and portrait and title to sec- 
ond edition added, bound in red morocco, 
with extra _ trimmings by Walker, 
brought $9. “ The Life of Sir John Falstaff,” 
with the story by Robert B. Brough, and 
twenty of Cruikshank’s most elaborate 
etchings, in the original issue of 1858, sold 
for $20.50. The descriptive catalogue of 
Cruikshank’s works in etchings, woodcuts, 
and lithographs, with an essay by Edward 
Bell and 313 illustrations, impressions of 
Cruikshank’s plates and blocks, bréught $48. 
“The Genius of George Cruikshank,’’ by 
William M. Thackery, edited by W. BE. 
Church, and containing a portrait and forty 
of Cruikshank’s etchings, brought $10.50. 
Editions of less value were sold as follows:

- HORSELESS MAIL WAGONS. 


Will Be Tried in This City Within a 
Very Short Time. 


The horseless wagon will be tried in the 
mail service of New-York. The announce- 
ment was made yesterday at the Post Of- 
fice that experimental mail wagons oper- 
ated mechanically would be put in service 
and given a thorotgh trial, with the view 
of using them in the place of the present 
system. 

The decision was due largely to the rec- 
ommendation of Gen. C. Neilson, Second 
Assistant Postmaster General, in his an- 
nual report, received in this city Tues- 
day. In this report Gen. Neilson asserts 
that the horseless wagons are capable of 
rendering the same service that the pres- 
ent horse-drawn vehicles give at far less 
expense and with greater expedition. In 
connection with the proposed pneumatic 
tube arrangements projected for the mail 
service in New-York, Gen, Neilson says the 
horseless wagon will be invaluable as a 
means of rapid collections of the mails. 

Superintendent of the Railway Mail Serv- 
ice Bradley, who is in charge of trans- 
portation matters in this city, is strongly 
in favor of the horseless wagon. He said 
yesterday that the first one designed for 
use in New-York was being built, and 
would be ready soon for experimental trips. 


The main advantage of the horseless wag- 
on, from the standpoint of the Post Office 
officials, is that its use will enable clerks 
to separate and stamp the mails in transit 
and convey them direct from points of col- 
lection to the postal cars. Superintendent 
Bradley, who has made a thorough inves- 
tigation of the subject, says that horseless 
wagons have already been demonstrated a 
success in the carrying of mails, and be- 
lieves that they will soon be in general 
use in all the large cities. 





PAY FOR SUBMERGED LAND. 


Weehawken Ferry Assessed by the 
Sinking Fund Commission. 


The Sinking Fund Commission yesterday 
took up for the second time the question 
of demanding rent from the various ferry 
companies for the land under water used 
by them at a uniform rate of 25 cents per 
square foot. G. W. Van Arsdale appeared 
for the New-York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad, the lessees of the West 
Forty-second Street and Harrison Street 
Ferries, and opposed the proposition in so 
far as it related to the Harrison Street 
Ferry. The company has not been able to 
do better than pay expenses at the down- 
town ferry during the last few years, Mr. 
Van Arsdale argued, and it was now a ques- 
tion as to whether it should not be dis- 
pensed with entirely. For the Forty-second 
Street branch the company was willing to 
pay an additional $1,000. 

When the matter was put to a vote, the 
commission tacked on $2,000 for both the 
ferries. Last year the company paid $10,- 
000 for the Forty-second Street Ferry and 
$2,500 for the Harrison Street, besides 5 


per cerft. of the receipts. The other ferry 
companies will be considered later in the 
year. 

The commission authorized the Controller 
to call in $600,000 of 7 r cent. bonds 
and reissue lower rate bonds in their stead. 
Hans Powell Post, G A. R.; Naval Post, 
and Farragut Post received an allowance 
of $890, to reimburse them for expenses in- 
curred in fitting up their quarters in the old 
Essex a which they were later

RAPID TRANSIT COMMISSION. 


No Action Was Taken on the Under- 
ground System Plans. 


The Rapid Transit Commission met yes- 
terday afternoon, with President Orr, 
Commissioners Claflin and Starin, and Con- 
troller Fitch in attendance. It was ex- 
pected that new members would be elect- 
ed to fill the two vacancies caused by the 
resignation several months ago of Seth 
B. Low and the death last week of John 
H. Inman, but action was deferred. 

It was also expected that some action 
would be taken on the plans for an un- 
derground system which were informally 
presented to the commission last Thurs- 
day by William B. Parsons, the chief en- 
gineer. The report and huge roll of 
plans and drawings were formally pre- 
sented yesterday and placed on file, with- 
out any action being taken on the matter. 

President Orr reported the death of John 


H,. Inman, on Nov. 5, and upon his motion 
it was resolved that a minute eulogizing 
“. Inman should be entered on the rec- 
ords. 

Secretary Delafield presented his esti- 
mate of the money needed to carry on 
the work of the board from June 1, 1896, 
to Feb. 1, 1897, amounting to $18,212.50. 
The next stated meeting will be held next 
Thursday.

The work is to be done 
by Robert Palmer & Co. The Morrisania, 
which was built about twenty-five years 


ago, was known as the “ hoodoo” of the 
Harlem Steamboat Company, which for 
years carried Harlemites from One Hundred 
and Twenty-ninth Street to Peck Slip, be- 
fore the elevated road was built. She gained 
this name for the reason that she was un- 
fortunate from the day she was launched, 
and always met with accidents. 





Lawyer Brooke Sues Mrs. Fleming.

BREWERS MADE A PROTEST 


EXCEPTIONS TAKEN TO A STATE- 
MENT IN THE CROP REPORT. 





Secretary Morton Explained that the 
Data Were Printed Through Inad- 
vertence on the Part of 
the Statistician. 


The Trustees and Advisory Committee of 
the United States Brewers’ Association re- 
cently took exception to a statement in the 
crop report for October sent out by Secre- 
tary Morton, in which it was said that the 


hop-growing industry was in a languishing 
condition, and that this was due to the sub- 
stitution of chemicals for the more health- 
ful agricultural agent. The brewers denied 
that chemicals were substituted, and wrote 
the following letter to Secretary Morton: 
. New-York, Nov. 4, 1896. 
The Hon. J. Sterling Morton, Secretary of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, Washington, D. C.: 

Dear Sir: The Board of Trustees and the 
Advisory Committee of the United States 
Brewers’ Association instructed me to sub- 
mit to you the following statement, viz.: 

In your crop report for October, 1896, you 
attribute the ‘“‘ languishing condition of the 
hop-growing industry ” to low prices, and 
endeavor to account for this regrettable 
condition in these words: 

“In view of the great increase in the pro- 
duction of malted liquor, this condition of 
things ought not to exist. It is, however, 
but another instance of the injury to the 
farming industry brought about through 
the substitution of chemical] for the more 
healthful agricultural agent in manufact- 
ures, which seems the inevitable trend of 
invention.”’ 


Your positive assertion that in the proc- 
ess of brewing, as practiced in this coun- 
try, chemicals are being substituted for the 
“ more healthful agricultural agent ’’ would 
appear to justify the conclusion that your 
department has analyzed, or caused to #e 
analyzed, American malt liquors, and 
found that chemicals are being so used as 
substitutes for hops. 

Ask for Names, 


As this association is pledged by reso- 
lutions, passed in open convention many 
years ago, and often reiterated on various 
subsequent occasions, to assist the proper 
officers in the detection, prosecution, and 
adequate punishment of adulterations, the 
Board of Trustees would respectfully re- 
quest you to publish the names of those 
manufacturers in whose products you have 
discovered chemicals as substitutes for 
hops. The Trustees and the Advisory Com- 
mittee are confident that their request, em- 
anating as it does from the official repre- 
sentatives of an industry which pays into 
the Federal -Treasury annual taxes to 
the amount of about $34,000,000, will 
be complied with as speedily as pos- 
sible, to the end that the public, who 
very naturally regard your reports as 
absolutely trustworthy and reliable, may 
be enabled to determine how much reliance 
may be placed upon that part of your Octo- 
ber report which contains the statement 
here referred to. 

The officers..of this association are all 
the more anxious to receive conclusive proof 
of the correctness of your assertion, be- 
cause they know of their own knowledge 
that all analyses, both official and private, 
of American malt liquors have invariably 
demonstrated, beyond a shadow of doubt, 
the utter groundiessness of such charges. 


In Favor of Analyses. 


It may interest you to learn that at 
their recent annual convention (held in 
June, 1896,) the brewers of this country 
heartily sanctioned a proposition to induce 
the National Board of Health and your 
department, either directly or by means of 
Congressional enactments, to cause Ameri- 


can malt liquors to be analyzed to the end 
that popular prejudices, engendered by false 
and absurd charges of adulteration, may 
again be dispelled as they save been 
some years ago by analyses conducted by 
the State Board of Health of New-York, 
which analyses showed that of 474 samples 
of beer thus examined not a single one was 
found to contain any substitutes for hops 
or other deleterious substances. In the re- 
port upon which the National Brewers’ As- 
sociation based this action, it is stated, 
among other things, that ‘‘as a body, the 
brewers of this country have invariably 
supported every reasonable measure against 
adulteration, and, conscious of their own 
honest methods and practices, have asked 
for and cheerfully submitted to analyses of 
tkeir product. Innumerable charges of 
adulteration have been shown by actual 
tests to be utterly groundless; defamatory 
generalizations, betraying both ignorance 
and malice, have been refuted by scientific 
dissertations minutely describing all the 
details and results of modern brewing; 
sophistical appeais to popular prejudices 
have been divested of their glittering garb 
and exhibited in their true shape.’”’ 


Demand Evidence, 

You will readily understand that the 
officers of this association do not believe it 
pessible that your department would, with- 
out inquiring into the matter, reiterate, in 
an Official document, accusations which they 
positively know to be without foundation; 
but they are confident that the alleged 
proofs upon which you base your assertion 


will be found to be wholly false and unre-_ 


liable. They are equally confident, how- 
ever, that if reliable evidences sustaining 
your conclusion do not exist, as they be- 
lieve, or if, in the absence of any proofs, 
the. disparaging statement was made by 
one of your subordinates who is unfamiliar 
with the question at issue, you will, in jus- 
tice both to your rp rcp ges and to an im- 
portant American industry thus unjustly ac- 
cused, make public reparation for the in- 
jury inflicted upon honest citizens and tax- 
payers. Upon this mere act of justice the 
members of this association must and do in- 
sist, as they cannot under any )circum- 
stances allow to go uncontradicted and dis- 
proved false charges of so grave a nature 
emanating from such a source. 


Singular Explanations Offered, 


‘In conclusion; you will permit me to 
express surprise that your statistician 
should have offered so singular an explana- 
tion for the low price of hops, although on 
the very same page of the very same report 
he gives quite another and, in fact, the 
only, rational explanation of the low prices 


obtained for other agricultural prcducts. 
He states that the crop of apples is so 
heavy that the ‘‘ markets are glutted,”’ and 
that, in consequence, ‘fine packed fruit 
is selling at cents per barrel.’”’ Here 
he very justly attributes low prices to 
over-abundant supply. Why does he not 
apply the same rule to hops? In fact, this 
rule is even more applicable to hops than 
to almost any other agricultural product, 
because, industrially, hops can be used for 
one purpose only and are consumed by only 
one trade whose production has not, as you 
claim, greatly increased, but since 1893 has 
considerably decreased. If your statistician 
would bear in mind that American hop 
growers have always produced more hcps 
than could be consumed at home, their ex- 
portations during the past ten years av- 
eraging, annually, about 13,000,000 pounds; 
and if he would duly consider the nncom- 
mon impetus impdried to the cultivation of 
hops by the almost pate geri hop duty 
of the McKinley tariff—an_ impetus which 
earried the operations of the nop growers 
considerably beyond the limits prescribed 
by the ordinary demands of the home mar- 
kethe would easily understand why, with 
the effects of a decreasing production of 
malt liquors at home and abundant foreign 
hop crops, the condition of the hop mar- 
ket must Rseeye 9s be Tgp nt as iscour- 
ng as that o e apple market. ~ ;

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the 
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receipt of your communication of the 4th 
inst., made in the name of the Board of 
Trustees and Advisory Committee of the 
United States Brewers’ Association. The 
statement in the October Crop Report, to 
which you called attention, was submitted 
to the statistician, and he {nforms me that 
while the analyses of the department chem- 
ist show that the use of other witer than 
hops has not been unknown in the past 
history of brewing in the United States, 
still the statement is undoubtedly errone- 
ous, as the use of substitutes appears to be 
rare, rather than otherwise. 

The paragraph in question, relating to a 
minor crop, was prepared by a subordinate 
in the statistician’s office. It is the custom 
to have all such matter brought particular- 
ly to the statistician’s attention, but, 
through inadvertence, this was passed for 
publication without his scrutiny.

NORTH SIDE FEELS SLIGHTED. 


Merchants Protest Against Overl¢@k- 
ing Third Avenue. 


Two delegations of upper Third Avenue 
merchants, representing the North Side 
Board of Trade and the Third Avenue Im- 
provement Association, called on Gen. C. 
H. T. Collis, Commissioner of Public Works, 
yesterday afternoon to protest against the 
proposed new Third Avenue bridge over 
the Harlem River, 

In the two delegations were Henry H. 
Heert, President of the Third Avenue Im- 
provement Association; W. T. Purdy, N. 
Lewlein, James E. Murphy, D. M. Williams, 
Richard Webber, Charles P. Murphy, Z. T. 
Benson, John D. Thees, Charles B. Tooker, 
P. Norton, Edward Callan, Joseph Konn, 
A. J. Elkus, and William R. Beal, Chair- 
man of the Bridge Committee of the North 
Side Board of Trade. 

Gen. Collis listened to the protests from 
the various delegates. The delegation did 
not ask that the present plans be changed 
so as to shut off the proposed approach to 
the bridge from Second and Lexington Ave- 
nues, but they pleaded that an approach 
from Third Avenue might be included in 
the plans. They pointed to the fact that 
the delegations represented several millions 
worth of property that would be affected 
by the present plans, and that Third Ave- 
nue is, and probably will remain, the lead- 
ing east side artery of traffic. 

Gen. Collis told the gentlemen that it was 
not within his poWer to change the plans 
so as to include Third Avenue, and his only 
duty was to go on and carry out the plans 
as they now were. He suggested that the 
matter could be changed by proper legis- 
lation, and said that if the Legislature were 
appealed to, he would facilitate such ap- 
peal by any effort within his power, This 
ended the meeting. 





TUNNEL PLANS CHANGED. 





New-York and Brooklyn Railroa2d 


Company’s New Terminus, 


The New-York and Brooklyn Railroad 
Company, which plans to build a tunnel 
under the Bast River, has found a way to 
get round the retention of its franchise by 
the Brooklyn Board of Aldermen. They 
will not build the tunnel to Adams and 
Willoughby Streets, as they proposed, but 
will make the terminus at Fulton Street on 
land under the jurisdiction of the New- 
York authorities. 

The New-York Aldermen granted the re- 
quest and Mayor Strong approved it, and 
as there was at first no opposition in the 
Brooklyn board, all preparations were made 
for commencing the work. At the last 
moment the scheme was. blocked in com- 
mittee, because, it is said, the company was 


not ge amenable to arguments suggested 
by the spoil hunters of the Aldermanic 
Committee. 

The action of the Board of Aldermen and 
the consequent determination of the com- 
pany to build without any Brooklyn fran- 
chise will deprive the City of Brooklyn of 
the 2% per cent. of the gross earnings of 
the tunnel offered by the railroad com- 
pany. 


TROLLEY CAR COLLISION. 





One Car Rushed Down Hill and Struck 
Another—Boy Injured. 


A serious trolley car collision occurred 
last night at Homestead Station of the 
Jersey City, Hoboken, and Rutherford Elec- 
tric Railway.

CORN-PITH CELLULOSE LAUDED 
BY HENRY W. CRAMP. 


Tells the Scciety of Naval Architects 
and Engineers that It Is Supe- 
rior to Foreign Product— 
Officers Elected. 


The annual meeting of the Society of 
Naval Architects and Engineers, begun yes- 
terday at 12 West Thirty-first Street, 
brought together a distinguished gathering 
of marine architects and naval construc- 


tors, who listened with interest to the read- 
ing of a number of papers upon naval and 
maritime subjects by acknowledged author- 
ities. 

The first business transacted was the elec- 
tion of officers of the society. for the year 
1896-7. Clement A. Griscom, President of 
the International Navigation Company, suc- 
ceeded himself as President. Naval Con- 
structor Frank L. Fernald was elected a 
Vice President, to serve with the nine oth- 
ers who were re-elected.

Cellulose has been used in the const# 
tion of the New-York, the Columbia, 
the Olympia, and Mr. Cramp recomme 
its use for all further vessels that mayg 
built by this Government. Of the n@ 
tests of the American improvement in 
lulose, Mr. Cramp said: iz 

“The cellulose at first used by our 
Department was manufactured in Pk 
delphia. It was made of the husks} 
cocoanut—the cellulose proper looking 
bits of ground cork, being separated 
the fibre by specially built machines, 
after certain processes intended to 
serve it from decay and render it ine 
bustible it was packed in  cofferdam= 
mixed with a certair amount of fibre to 
hold it together. Tue tests to which this 
cellulose was subjected in our navy were 
such as to produce an article superior 
that made tn France. # 

‘‘In order to make a comparative test of 
this new corn pith cellulose, the Navy De- 
partment made two cofferdams of steel 

lates, stiffened by angles, 6 

eet wide, and 8 feet thick. 
placed 882% pounds of cocoa cellulose and 
fibre mixed to the usual proportions, corre- 
sponding to a density of 7.7 pounds to the 
cubic foot. The otner cofferdam was 
packed with corn cellulose containing 702 
pounds, corresponding to a density of 6.5 
pounds per cubic foot. These cofferdams 
were sent to the Indian Head proving 
ground, and were fired at on June 10, 1895. 
‘he first shot was fired at the cocoa coffer- 
dam. A 6-inch shot, having a velocity of 
1,000 feet per second, was fired into the 
cocoa cellulose with a gun at a distance of 
314 feet. The hole made at the point of 
entry was the diameter of the shot, and 
that at the point of exit at the rear of the 
cofferdam was an irregular jagged hole 
74 by 8% inches. Water was applied to 
the front of the cofferdgm, the level being 
five feet above the hole. In ten minutes the 
first drop of water appeared through the 
hele. The flow increased gradually and in 
a few minutes had become comparatively 
steady, running about twelve gallons in 
one-half hour. The flow of one-half gallon 
a minute then became approximately con- 
stant. 

Entirely Waterproof, 

‘“*In the meantime the cofferdam containe 
ing the corn cellulose was fired at under 
similar conditions. Water was turned on 
as befere and left for one and a half hours, 
curing which time no water whatever ape 
peared at the hole in the rear of the coffer- 
dam, nor at the end of the time had the 
corn cellulose at the mouth of the hole in 
the rear become damp. The cofferdam con- 
taining cocces cellulose was then fired at 
with a 250-pound 8-inch shell, at the same 
distance and with the same velocity as that 
of the G-inch shell. The water-was then 
turned on with a head of about 5 feet, as 
before. In twenty-five seconds a few drops 
appeared at the hole in the rear, and about 
twelve gallons had passed through in thirty 
minutes. Under similar conditions an 8-inch 
projectile was fired at the corn cofferdam, 
The water was turned on, and after wait- 
ing forty-five minutes no water appeared at 
the hole in the rear of the cofferdam, nor 
was the corn at the rear damp. No water 
had appeared at the 8-inch hole which had 
previously been made, nor was it damp at 
the completion of the experiment.” 

An interesting technical paper upon the 
test of an experimental turret of the battle- 
ship Massachusetts was read by Commo- 
dore W. T. Sampson, United States Navy. 

Lewis Nixon, manager of the Crescent 
Shipyard of Elizabeth, N. J., read a paper

“ Before the election, London speculators 
liberally sold calls on American stocks, in 
anticipation of a silver victory and a con- 
sequent panic here. These calls are now 
falling due, and the prices which they bear 
are considerably lower than present figures. 
In St. Paul, for instance, where the calls 
amount to thousands of shares, the market 
price is now half a dozen points away from 
those on the privileges, 

“ Quite naturally, London speculators are 
not anxious to see American prices advance 
any further. Not only are they hammering 
quotations on their own Exchange, but they 
are doing all they can to spread the be- 
lief that the tendency abroad is to sell out 
holdings of American securities.”

AS TO GOVERNMENT BONDS. 

Mr. George W. Close of the Stock Ex- 
change house of Cochran & Close, said yes- 
terday regarding the market for Govern- 
ment bonds: 

“Since the election Governments have 
been in good demand, and there has been 
quite an advance in prices. The demand is 
increasing, and there is every prospect of 
an improving market. 

“It must be taken tnto consideration that 
at present prices municipal bonds pay in- 
vestors better than the Government issues. 
There are many new city bonds to be mar- 
keted in the next few months, and the 
buying in these probably will keep the de- 
mand for Governments somewhat smaller 
than might be expected. But with the in- 
creasing demand for all kinds of investment 
securities, it will not take long for the 
whole list to get up where the return is no 
larger than that on Government securities. 

“We find no disposition on the part of 
holders to sell out. They now feel secure 
in their investments, and they expect their 
securities to show considerable apprecia- 
tions in value. And in many cases heavy 
purchases of Governments come from peo- 
ple who are already large holders. 

““With the restoration of confidence that 
is daily spreading, and the business im- 
provement that nmrust come as a result of 
the settlement of our political troubles, I 
expect to see a gradually increasing de- 
mand for Government bonds and for all 
other kinds of investment securities, and a 
gradual advance in prices. People must 
not expect any great boom. There is no 
reason for it, But I can see no grounds for 
doubting a steady, gradual improvement.” 





BOND MARKET IMPROVEMENT. 


Mr. A. B. Leach of the firm of Farson, 
Leach & Co., in talking of the investment 
outlook yesterday, said: 

“A large increase appears in the demand 
for securities. Before the election it was 
practically nil. Now it is more than normal. 
There has been a corresponding advance in 
prices throughout the entire investment de- 
partment. 

“There is every prospect of the demand 
continuing to increase and prices to ad- 
vance. There is yet a great deal of money 
uninvested that will come to the market in 
due time, and, while this money will make 
a large demand, the prevailing disposition 
of investors who now own securities to 
keep their bonds locked up will make a 
short supply. Holders of investment securi- 
ties are doing very little selling, and, with 
prices advancing, they are likely to do still 
less. 

“ The coming revival in business and gen- 
eral improvement throughout the country 
is going to do much to further the restora- 
tion of confidence started by McKinley's 
election. And confidence on the part of the 
investors means that they will continue in 
the market for securities. The whole out- 
look is bright, and the tendency is all one 
way. I can see no other prospect for the 
bond market than a continuation of the 
strengthening and broadening that have 
been so apparent since the election.” 





INVESTMENT DEMAND GOOD. 


Mr. Henry A. Glassford of C, T. Wing & 
Co. said yesterday in discussing the invest- 
ment market: \ 

“There is an excellent demand for all 
kinds of investment bonds. As soon as 
the election was over the investing class 
began placing orders for securities, and 
the inquiry has steadily increased since that 
time. Prices have risen, and the men who 
turned their bonds into gold before the 
election are now coming back to the mar- 
ket to repurchase their old securities at 
material advances. 

“All investment issues are meeting with 
ready sale, and the demand is probably 
greatest in the high-priced, gilt-edged se- 
curities. Of the latter there are very few 
on the market. There is a general disposi- 
tion on the part of bond owners to part 
with none of their securities and to watch 
the market for opportunities to add to 
their lines. Even in the more speculative 
issues holders are expecting higher prices, 
and are disposed to wait for them before 
realizing. 

“TI expect to see the investment market 
show further improvement in the next few 
months. I believe the demand will continue 
to increase and prices wil rise accordingly. 
General business is improving and confi- 
dence is rapidly returning. All this points 
to good investment buying. But I hope it 
does not. come too fast. To overdo the 
matter would mean disastrous conse- 
quences, We want steady improvement, 
and from the present outlook that is what 
we are going to have.’’

may be regarded, therefore, as intimating | 


the development ot a more permanent 
state of affuirs. Gold has been cuming” 
into the country in great streams. The 
standard of value ig not to be changed. 
A great political victory has just been 
won over a dangerous and unsympathetic 
element in the body politic. Capital which 
had .been withheld from use is coming 
forth. Deposits which had been with- 
held from us is coming forth. Deposits 
which had been withdrawn for (the pur- 
pose of conversion into gold, are returned, 
since the country has decided that the 
paper and the gold dollar shall be as 
one. 

“But there is the recurring and ap- 
parently uncurable deficit, which may be- 
come the excuse for a temporarily Cis- 
turbing alteration of the tariff. The deficit 
in October was nearly $8,000,000, and for 
the four months of the current fiscal year 
$32,889,577. Of course the Presideatial 
campaign involving issues of unparalleled 
gravity has had most to do with the 
discouraging fact that the deficit fur these 
months is greater than for the same 
menths last year. 

“We may be sure, however, that the 
revival of trade, which is now under 
way, will have a more favorable effect 
on the condition of the Treasury than 
that which has materialized in the last 
four months. After all, the principal thing 
now is that confidence is restored after 
a long period of distressing liquidation. 
Upon that rock we may now build with a 
sense of security which we have aot felt 
in a long time.” 





STILL ANOTHER POWER. 


Experiments are now to be made on the 
Manhattan Elevated system with a new 
motive power. The electric-storage system 
has made Mr. Sage enthusiastic. Mr. Gould 
sees advantages in compressed air. Both 
Mr. Sage and Mr. Gould have been interest- 
ed in experiments made for them by the 
General Electric and Westinghouse Com- 
panies with track trolleys. 

The new system is one that attracts the 
company’s managers because it involves 
less expense in new equipment. 

It is a coal oil motor. Petroleum is to be 
used on the present coal engines. An offi- 
cial order was given yesterday by Mr. Sage 
and Mr. Gould to have one of the locomo- 
tives now in use overhauled immediately 
for an exhibition of what oil power can do. 
The test will be made soon, and assurances 
are given by interested financiers that big 
economies can be practiced.

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INSURANCE COMPANY’S END. 


A Small Enterprise Cannot Do Busi- 
ness with Profit. 


The Broadway Insurance Company of 63 
William’ Street, fire it -surance, applied 
through its Directors yesterday to the Su- 
preme Court for the voluntary dissolution 
of the company, and Jucge Lawrence ap- 
pointed Franklin Bien referee, and granted 
an order to show cause, returnable Feb. 13. 

All the risks have been reinsured with the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Company. They 
amounted to $24,654. The latter company 
has also bought the office furniture, maps, 
&c., for $2,500, 

Business has not been profitable of late, 
and the Directors reached the conclusion 
that companies with small capital and sur- 
plus cannot successfully compete with com- 
panies having large capital and surplus. 
The total receipts for 1895 were $267,437 and 
disbursements $282,327. Its surplus, which 
in former years amounted to over $350,000 
has been reduced by payment of dividends 
to $23,572. The company was organized in 
1849, and has a capital stock of $200,000. 

By prompt winding up of its affairs the 
Directors think they will be able to pay 
stockholders 150 per cent. on the par value 
of their stock. e only liabilities are un- 
paid losses of $1,750. The assets consist of 
$200,000 New- York City 3 per cent. gold 
bonds, 1,000 shares of Brooklyn City Rail- 
road ‘stock, 200 shares of. Illinois Central 
Railroad stock, 100 shares of Edison Elec- 
tric Illuminating Company stock, yen 
in course of collection, $70,013; cash, $2,

The operators will meet at 
Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 16 and 17 to ratify 
the action of the railroads.

Cottrell of Deer Island, Me., on Nov. 8,

She 
was waterlogged, her mainmast was gone 
and her canvas was in ribbons.
